RECALLS SUICIDE OF BROTHER. 


The Baroness Valentine von Rothscnild, 
whose mother, Bettina von Rothschild, was 
a first cousin and wife of Baron Albert von 
Rothschild, was 25 years old on May 26 of 
this year. ‘Baron Albert von Rothschild, 
father of the young woman, died last Febru- 
ary. He was head of the Vienna banking 
house of the Rothschilds, the great family of 
international financiers. The Baroness Val- 
entine’s mother died of cancer four years 
after the birth of the youngest of the Baron- 
ess Valentine’s six brothers. Baron George, 
the oldest brother of the young woman just 
reported to be married, lost his mind. 

Baron Oscar, her youngest brother, com- 
mitted suicide on July 13, 1900, in his father’s 
home in Vienna three months after reaching 
hig majority, because of his father's opposi- 
tion to his marriage to Miss Olga Menn of 
Chicago because she was not wealthy. 


Misled by Girl’s Picture. 

At the time of the suicide of the young man 
it was reported that his (‘ather went to the 
extreme of showing to his son a photograph 
of Miss Menn in fancy dress—a costume the 
girl is said to have worn at a social function 
—and using the picture to convince his son 
that she once had been an actress and ap- 
peared in comic opera and burlesque shows.

The Baroness Velen- 
tine’s mother not only was @ first cousin of 
her busband on the paternal} side, but on her 
mother’s side as well.

GUNMEN GET IN WRONG WARD 


Progress was made by cetectives detailed 
to the mystery of the murder of Frederick 
Wennerstrom, auto livery man, yesterday. 
The police found further evidence in support 
of their final theory that Wennerstrom was 
killed by labor sluggers. 

A detachment of policemen spent the day in 
dragging the Fox river with grappling hooks 
to find the body of John Ramuler, kidnaped 
witness in the labor slugging cases. At dusk 
they gave up the task for the day. But they 
said they would return to the work, as they 
were inclined to believe that Ramier also has 
béen slain. ’ 

In the afternoon a witness was found who, 
it is virtually certain, will be able to identify 
at least one of the murderers of the chauffeur 
in case of his capture. About 9 o'clock on 
the night of Aug. 80 the witness, Miss Laura 
Smith, a saleswoman at Elsner & Son's gen- 
eral store in Cary, sold a package of large 
safety pins to an excited stranger. 

By comparison it was found that the ping 
were identical with those inserted by Wen- 
nerstrom’s murderers into the rubber robe 
which they wrapped around his body that 
same night before throwing it into Fox river. 
Miss Smith gave a good description of the 
customer. 

Gives Description to Police. 


“He seemed to be in a great hurry,” she 
said last night. ~“‘ He came into the store 


~Jost -as.we-Were-getting ready to close. As 


Tt remember him, he was about 30 years old, 
smooth shaven, of medium complexion, and 
about five feet eight inches tall.” 

The police have ordgred an investigation of 
all strangers answering this description. 

As evidence of the straits to which the slug- 
gers have been driven, it was admitted by 
the police that an attempt had been made by 
four sluggers to kill or kidnap Fred Irish, a 
state witness in the Altman murder. The 
sluggers broke into the Washington Park 
hospital, where Lrish, who is an epileptic, is 


confined. 
Irish Hidden by Police. 

During the bewilderment of the police fok 
lowing the murder of Altman in the Briggs 
house, the first valuable witness discovered 
was Irish, a former bookmaker, then an 
epileptic invalid in the county hospitak He 
had been in the barroom when the murder 
was committed and lying in his bed icentified 
a picture of Enright as that of the slayer. 
Enright was taken to hig bedside and Irish 
positively identified him. 

After the identification the police were told 
that an effort would be made to do away with 
Irish by slugger friends of Enright. They 
moved the patient secretly from the county 
hospital and have been whisking him from 
hospital to hospital ever since, keeping his 
place of hiding a gecret. 


Gunmen Invade Hospital. 

The police were told some time ago that the 
sluggers, disguised as members of the clergy, 
were seeking to locate Irish. However, they 
were not prepared for what happened two 
weeks ago when four gunmen forced their 
way into the Washington Park hospital, 
prushed the attendants aside, and started a 
gearch for the witness, 

They blundered into the wrong ward, con- 
fronted a number of women, and, becoming 
confused, made a hasty escape. 

Reporters located Irish last night at the 
Washington Park hospital. They were per- 
sistently interrogated before being admitted, 
Nurses on the first floor denied that he was 
there. On the second floor, the nurses said: 

“Yes, sure he's bere. He's been here 


several weeks. 
Police,;Guards in Hospital. 

But they would not permit the visitors to 
go to Irish’s room. 

In the hallway the reporters found two 
detectives from the Central detective bu- 
reau. on guard They declared that four de- 
tectives are in the hospital day and night. 

That Wennerstrom was killed somewhere 
near the Suchy schoolhouse was placed as a 
certainty yesterday afternoon after the find- 
ing of a woman who, the day before the mur- 
der. had seen the brake shoe with which the 
chauffeur’s body was weighted. and the wire 
with which it was tied, lying outside a shed 
behind the school house. Evidently the rob- 
bers had made the vacation-desolated school- 
house their headquarters, and, probably, 
their slaughter pen. 


Tells of Seeing Brake Shoe; 

Aug. 20, according to Miss Eva Bloner, 
she went to the cross roads near the school- 
house. She had a letter in her hand which 
she intended to give the rural postman. 
He was late in coming and she strolied up 
the road toward the school. As she passed 
i¢ she noticed in front of the shed a brake- 
shoe, a coll of insulated wire, and some other 
pieces of scrap iron. When she returned to 
the schoolhouse yesterday afternoon they 
were goné. Miss Biloner isa maid for H. T. 
Shannon, whose farm isa half mile from the 
schoolhouse. The discovery of the vrake- 
shoe and wire hag convinced the police that 
Wennerstrom’s murder was carefully 
planned. 

An attorney who has been prominent in tne 
defense of the Chicago slugger® spent 
Friday night in Algonquin. The police 
think that this indicates that the arrest 
of the sluggers who killed Wennerstrom is 
expected, and that the attorney is staying 
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near Cary to get them out on so |

CRANE ARRAIGNS 
BIG UNIVERSITIES 


Tells of Alarming Prevalence 
of Drinking and Gaming 
Among College 
Students. 


CALLS COLUMBIA WORST. 


Conditions at Harvard, Prince- 
ton, and Cornell Are De- 
clared to Be Almost 
as Bad. 


Of the students at Harvard college, 90 per 
cent drink in their freshman year, 95 per 
cent in their senior year, and 15 per cent of 
them go irretrievably to the bad, according 
to a report of an investigation just made pub- 
lic by R. T. Crane, the millionaire iron manu- 
facturer. : 

The report, which ts printed in the current 
issue of the Valve World, owned by Mr. 
Crane, describes unsparingly student dissi- 
pation in Boston. It is fully as much an ar- 
raignmnent of the municipal) government of 
Boston, that permits such conditions, as it is 
of Harvard. 3 

It is a story of drunkenness, immorality, 
brawling, and the reckless spending of money 
in Boston cafés that seems almost incredible 
in conmection with the high character of 
America’s noted college. 

The remorselese indictment is not directed 
against Harvard alone. Columbia is worse, 
and Yale, Princeton, and Cornell are nearly 
ag bad, it is declared. 


Result of Long Investigation. 

Mr. Crane has spent much time and money 
investigating higher or college education. 8o 
bitter is he as a result that he deciares col- 
leges Go more harm than good. 

He gives a large number of examples and 
says his proof is irrefutable. Clubs at the 
various colleges, and particulrly at Har- 
vard, are said to be nothing but breeding 
places for wrongdoing. ' 

Brawls in hotels are but part of the train- 
ing of college youths, and in a number of 
them the participants have been badly hurt. 
Gambling houses are patronized and the 
amount of money lost is estimated to gum 
up to a considerable figure. 

Club life does not appeal to Mr. Crane, and 
in his investigations he found it amounted 
in the greater number of cases to nothing 
more nor less than barrooms. One of the Har- 
vard clubs had a wine cellar that outdid any- 
thing in Boston. 


Tells of Drinking and Gaming. 

Mr. Crane says in his report: 

“An outsider can scarcely realize the 
amount 6f drinking that goes on in the club 
rooms of the colleges. Accordingly, the per- 
centage which is found in town must not be 
taken as final. Furthermore, Boston, 4s an 
énviron of Cambridge, must not be blamed 
as the sole cause of the rulnation of the vast 
majority of students who take to dissipa- 
tion. I presume that the same condition of 
affairs would exist at a college of Harvard's 
dimensions, regardless of its location. 

“The poolrooms in the square can hardly 
be called schools for crime, although many 
hours during the day are wasted there by 
the average etudent of Harvard. , 

“Although it is not generally known, I 
have positivé proof that so much on the spot 
ball is often the order of the day. The man 
who puts the “1’’ ball in the designated side 
pocket, according to the game, receives @ 
quarter from.each of the players. 


Gives Out the Figures. 

“ After conferring with many friends in 
different walks of college life at Harvard, 
and after making numerous observations 
and examining reports, lam able to give you 
the following estimates, which I believe wilf 
hit the mail on the head and should now put 
you on a sure footing. These figures, I be- 
Heve, are a& accurate as any figures could 
be short of two or three years of the most 
painstaking investigation. On the basis of 
100 students:

Who drink liquor of some kind ta freshman year.90 
Who drink liquor of some kind itn senior year. ..95 
Who combine in a mild degree wine and bad

‘I do not doubt that even worse states of 
affairs exist at other colleges. I have been 
around the other universities to a consider- 
able extent, as manager of two of the univer- 
sity athletic organizations, “and know to a 
certain extent the existing conditions. 

*‘ At Princeton it is beer, beer, beer. The 
town is license, and the body of students, in 
my mind, drink even more than Harvard 
men. On one occasion I believe there must 
havé been more than 300 students deaaé drunk. 

“ At Yale drinking is recognized to so great 
a degree that clubs have their tables at the 
barrooms. I Was never so struck in my life 
when I found New Haven the diseolute, 
debauched, and whisky town that itis. Bome 
time ago the statement appeared in a New 
Haven paper that there were 2,000 fallen 
women in that efty. 

“ At Cornell the conditions are somewhat 
the same, although I believe Cornell students 
do not carry their excesses so far as do boys 
at Princeton, Yale, and Cambridge The 
Cornell boys are great on beer, as are also 
the men at Princeton. 


Finds Columbia the Worst, 

“ At Columbia 1 believe there existg more 
debauchery than at any other college, on ac- 
count of its proximity to the famous resorts 
of the city. If further proof be necessary, let 
me quote from a letter received from E. C. 
Mercer, who is epecial secretary of the Asso- 
ciation of Colleges of North America, and he 
is following this matter up for the associa- 
tion. which shows that it has taken upon 
iteelf the work of reforming college men. 
He ia its special agent and is visiting the 
colleges and delivering a lecture entitied 
“ College Men I Have Met in the Slums and 
Prisons of New York.” He says: 

“I did say, and have written proof to back 
me up, that I had met personally and have 
heard from the most reliable authorities of 
some 1.200 college bred men tn the slums, 
prisons, jatis, and sanitariums who were 
down and out through fast living. I have the 
pictures of about fifty of these college bred 
men who have wound up in slums and pris- 
ons; also have the letters from about fifty 
others asking me fur help. 

“In one gospel tent on West street, New 
York city. last summer, sixteen college bred 
men, down and out, applied for help. The 
noted bread line of our city constantly 


college bred men in i.”

LACK OF MOTIVE PUZZLES 


Father Denies Having: Enemy Who 
Would Have Sought Revenge 
by Daughter's Death. 


REWARD OFFERED FOR ARREST 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Madison, Wis., Sept. 9.—[Special.]—Annie 
Lemberger, 7 yeara old, who was mysterious- 
ly stolen from her bed Tuesday night, has 
been found. The child's body, naked, was 
taken from Lake Monona today. She had 
been murdered before being thrown into the 
lake, say the physicians who examined the 
body. 

The cause of the crime still is a mystery. 
One theory—that the child was the victiir 
of a degenerate—was exploded when it was 
found that there were no marks on the body 
to show she had been mistreated. 

Tonight every effort is being made to dis- 
cover the murderer.

ITALIAN “FAIRY QUEEN’ GONE 


13 Year Old Girl Believed to 
Have Been Kidnaped. 


COUSIN KEPT IN CUSTODY. 


Police Think He May Know Where- 
abouts of Child, 


The north side Italian colony was the scene 
of unusual excitement last night when it 
was leatned that Marie Quagliardi, scarcely 
more than 13 years old, and known as the 
* fairy queen ” of that district, had not been 
returned to the home of her parents, 228 
West Indiana street. 

Marie has been missing since last Tuesday 
morning, and although it had been supposed 
that she eloped with Guiseppi Lombardi, 
the latter was arrested early in the evening 
and denied that he knew her whereabouts. 

“I don’t know where Marie has gone,” 
he told Capt. Baerin the Chicago avenue sta- 
tion. ‘‘I’m her best friend. I will help find 
her, for she is a good fairy to me and all my 
countr) men.”’ 


Fear She May Have Met Harm. 

While detectives still cling to the theory 
that Lombardi will tell where she is hidden. 
they also are working on the theory that she 
may have been kidnaped by “ Black Hand "’ 
agents. 

According to the story told Capt. Baer by 
her mother, Marie disappeared a short time 
after word reached her that she was wanted 
at the Kinzie postoffice. With only a few 
pennies in her possession, the girl walked 
out of the house, and, following close be- 
hind Guiseppi Fiorini of 667 Orleans street, 
who brought the message, walked to the 
branch postal station. Detectives have 
trailed her to that place, but no further 
clew was obtained. 

‘“ Marie was a good girl and was loved 
by all who live in ‘ Little Italy,’ ”’ said her 
father. “She always was doing something 
for them. I know Lombardi tried to take 
her away from home, and perhaps he knows 
where she is, but then, he is her cousin.

Shoe Buyers Deny Charge of Re- 
tail Dealers’ President. 


SMALL SIZES IN DEMAND. 


South Presents Nearest Rivals, bnt 
Broader Shapes Are Required. 


Chicago women's feet unduly large? It'sa 
libel! Chicago femininity has the smallest, 
best shaped feet in the universe. 

Shoe buyers for the big State street depart- 
ment stores yesterday made indignant reply 
to the aspersions of E. Pitts, president of 
the Ohio Retail Shoe Dealers’ association, to 
the effect that Chicago dealers have ad- 
mitted that they are obliged to order larger 
sizes to accommodate their trade than are 
called for in any other city.

“The assertion 18 ridiculous and without | 
foundation,’’ declared Seymour Bamberger, 
shoe buyer for Mandels, when asked about 
the women’s sizes used In Chicago. * I have 
been in the shoe business in New York, Wash- 
ington, Baltimore, and Columbus, and I can 
say that more narrow women's shoes are 
£014 in Chicago in proportion to its size, than 
in any of the other cities where I have been 
in the shoe business. 


New York? No Better! 

“I was a shoe buyer for several years on 
Broadway in New York, and know that the 
women's sizes used there are practically the 
same, or « trifle larger than are used in 
Chicago. The only part of this country 
where women’s feet average smaller isin the 
south, where the women are smaller. Be 
low the Mason and Dixon line women’s 
shoes are, as a rule, shorter, but broader 
than those sold in the north. 

**in regard to Mr. Pitts’ assertion that Chi. 
cago shoe dealers admitted that our women’s 
feet were larger, I don’t think he could have 
talked to the shoe dealers who sell to the 
American women of Chicago.” 


Says “Smallest in the World.” 

Mr. E. L. Blackburn, assistant manager of 
the ladies’ shoe department of Marshall 
Field’s, wae equally emphatic in denying the 
charge.

SEES GRIM HUMOR IN ACT. 


Yandell Henderson Asserts Medt& 
cos Know Next to Nothing 
of Respiration. 


Ridiculing the practice of endeavoring to 


prolong life with oxygen, Prof. Yandell Hem 
derson of Yale Medical school declares that 
the amount of the gas administered by the 
doctors is gauged by the size of the patient’w 
bank roll. 

What do doctors—even the most learned~« 
know about respiration? Practically not 
ing, he declares in an article in the American | 
Medical Journal, published yesterday. Whas 
they do profess to know is mostly wrong, & 
is further asserted. 

“If a patient pants for breath, do not most 
‘of them order as many gallons of oxygen 
as his purse will allow to be blown off some 
where in the neighborhood?” says Prof. Hem 
derson “ As well might they burn so many 
Chinese prayers printed on rice peper—em 
cept that it is profitable for the concern that 
supplies the oxygen. 


Sees Grim Humor in Custom. 

“If, on the contrary, a patient’s respira. 
tion is failing, oxygen may likewise be orm 
dered, and a grim humor attachee to the fact 
that thie oxygen in drder to comply with 
the requirements of the pharmacopecela has 
been carefully freed from every trace of cam 
bon déoxid—the one substance which might 
act for a time to restore the respiratory, 
center to its normal activity. 

“Great ie the medicine of today ifn. ity 
knowledge of man's parasiies; great is ita. 
acquaintance with the appearance of his ti 
sues after he ie dead. But do we not lack 
adequate comprehension of the functions of 
man himiself and a control of the working of 
the machine, while, although somewhat dam 
aged it is still a ‘ going concern?’

Behind the errest of Mayor Thomas E. 
Knotts of Gary, Ind., on the charge of ac- 
cepting a $5,000 bribe, business men of the city 
see the hand of the United States Steel cor- 
poration. It is the general opinion that the 
company is making an effort to clean up the 
city it founded. 

T. B. Dean. who asserts he bribed the 
mayor and seven other city officials, is 
looked upon as a representative of the Wil, 
liam J. Burns detective agency. He will be 
kept out of sight until the trial, because in 
previous cases of graft charges witnesses 
have been intimidated and slugged. 

Mayor Knotts has been at outs with the 
steel corporation since the early days of the 
‘magic city.” His brother, A. F. Knotts, 
was selected by the company to buy the site 
for the town. Before he had compelted his 
work his connections with the company sud- 
denly ceased. .It was hinted that he pur- 
chased land for the Knotts family while he 
was buying for the corporation. 


Hints at Prosecution of Dean. 
Charles Greenwald prosecuting attorney 
for Lake and Porter counties, is not going 
to prosecute the charges against the mayor. 
He is his friend and it was not expected tnat 
he would. 

*T don’t believe the affidavits are true” 
he said yesterday. * I won't prosecute the 
If there is any prosecution, it will be 
against Dean for conspiracy.”

Trustee Healy iseved a formal statement 
fn which he intimates strongly that Presi- 
dent Smyth is doing the Commonwealth Ed- 
ison company a favor in refusing to sign 
the bulk salary warrant. The inference is 
that if the district’s power pliant is ehut down 
for even a short time the district will have 
great trouble selling commercial current. 


Sees Aid to Edison Company. 

” after referring to the hardships imposed 
upon the employés by the failure to pay the 
employé, Mr. Healy’s statement continues:

David B. Lyman tried in vain to enjoin the 
district from transmitting electrical power

‘and it is singular, to note he represented 
President Smyth, Sullivan et al. in the recent 
hearing before Judges McDonald and Bren- 
tano, where an unsuccessful attempt was

KNOCK FOR CONTROLLER BAY 


Secretary Fisher Says It’s Not 
the Only Nor the Best Harbor. 


FAVORS LEASING OF MINES. 


Says Private Ownership of Alaska Coal 
Should Be Restricted. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 9.—Secretary of the 
Interior Walter L. Fisher, at a dinner given 
here last night in his honor, declared Con- 
troller bay to be neither the only nor the 


best harbor for the output of the Bering 


rivér coal flelds. 

“I am seriously disappointed in what 1 
saw in the Bering river coal fields,” he 
said. “Reports of their extent and char- 
acter have been grossly exaggerated I re- 
gret this exaggeration, because it may have 
been the meang of leading persons to invest 
in there fields. However, there is valuable 
coal, and the district is one of considerable 
importance.”’ 


Other Coa) Reported Better. 

The Matauska coal field, tributary to Sew- 
ard, he did not visit, he said, adding: “It 
is reported to contain better coal than the 
Bering river field and more of it. However, 
it is farther from a railroad and farther 
from a seaport. If any foot of Controller 


bay is more valuable than another, I do not 


know it.” 

He announced his policy to be the opening 
and development of thé fields, but not under 
unrestricted private ownership. 

“ The plan of leasing the coal lands,”’ Mr. 
Fisher said, ‘* deserves consideration because 
it has the approval of the president.’ 


Cites Yukon Leasing Law. 

He read extracts from reports showine 
the successful workings of this system in 
Australia and New Zealand, and also cited 
the leasing law of Yukon territory. 

“It has been proposed,’’ he continued. 
**that the government shall own and operate 
the mines. Many thoughtful men in the 
United States are of the opinion that the 
time will come when it will become neces- 
sary for the government to regulate the 
sources of power—fuel] and waterfalls—upon 
which industry depends. 

‘* However, the opposition which govern- 
ment ownership and operation would en- 
counter in congress must be considered.”’ 


SANITARY DISTRICT LOSES ALL 
POINTS OVER LOCKPORT TAXES. 


Assessment Raised Ninety Per Cent 
Over That of Last Year by Board of 
Review—Court Contest Likely. 


The Chicago sanitary district's property 
assessment in Lockport was raised $1,168,- 
934 over what it was last year by the board of 
review in Joliet yesterday. The board dis- 
missed all of the complaints of the district 
and spreed an entire new assessment, 
amounting to $2,508,045. The total in 1907 
was $1,340,011. 

Parts of the districts property which were 
not assessed before were included this year, 
such as the controlling works, spoil banks, 
and butterfly dam. 

The only parts excluded are the lock, the 
old excavation north of the controlling works, 
and the bridges. These were not assessed be- 
cause the bridges and lock are virtually 
property of the state now and used for navi- 
gation purposes. 

The channel south of the controlling works 
was assessed because the board held, in ac- 
cordance with Attorney D. R. Anderson, who 
represented Lockport, that this was made 
for the purpose of developing water power. 

The board overruled Senator Juul, repre- 
senting the district, in the following conten- 
tions: ie 

The channel is not agsessable because 
it is a deep waterway. 

The controlling works and butterfly 
dam are for the protection of Joliet and 
should not be assessed. 

The spoil banks are not personal prop- 
erty and cannot be assessed as such. 

The assessed value of the power house 
should be reduced in proportion to the 
amount of power sold to municipalities 
because they secure power at cost. 

The district was willing to add the value 
of two new units, or $148,000, Senator Juu! 
has. hinted that this will be taken. into the 
courts.

‘BAY| PRISON SENTENCE 
FOR OHIO BRIBER 


Senate Sergeant at Arms Con- 
victed of Being Go-Be- 
tween in Corruption. 


REFUSES TO REVEAL ALL. 


Attorney General Says That Die- 
gle Did Not Disclose 
What He Knew. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 9.—[Special. )—Rodney 
Diegle, former sergeant at arms in the Ohio 
senate, today was sentenced to three years 
in the penitentiary, having been convicted of 
aiding and abetting in the bribing of State 
Senator L. R. Andrews. Sentence was sus- 
pended until Sept. 18 to permit an appeal. 

The sentence of Diegle and the fact that 
the prosecutor did not ask for clemency in 
his case upsets the rumor that Diegle had 
confessed, involving a large number of Ohio 
tegislators and lobbyists in a great corrup- 
tion plot. It has been reported several times 
that Diegle had told all he knew and that 
indictment of scores of legisiators was to fol- 
low. 

Attorney General Refuses Plea. 

Before sentence was passed Attorney Gen- 
eral Hogan stated to the court that Diegile had 
at no time been promised immunity and has 


not asked it. 

‘‘We told Mr. Diegle,”’ said the attorney 
general, “that if he told the whole truth we 
would make a plea for mercy to the court. 
Instead of confessing he concealed every- 
thing we desired to know, hence we cannot 
ask the court for clemency in this case.” 


How Proof Was Obtained, 

The offense for which Diegle was convicted 
was charged to him following ihe disclosures 
of alleged grafting among the state legisia- 
tors last winter. Diegle was alleged to have 
been the ‘“ go-between " for the assembly- 
men. The bribes, it was charged, were of- 
fered by detectives in a room of a local hotel, 


while in an adjoining room other detectives 
, and stenographers were secreted, 


record- 
ing the alleged bribery conversation through 
a telephone instrument. 

The evidence gathered by the detectives 
was submitted to the Franklin county grand 
jury and the indictments followed. With 
Diegle, nine other members of the legisia- 
ture and one attache of the senate were 
indicted. 


GOVERNMENT TAKES APPEAL 
IN HARRIMAN MERGER CASE. 


Alleged Trial Court Erred in Holding 
the Union and Southern Pacific 
Were Not Competing Lines. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Sept. 9.—Appeal pa- 
pers were filed in the United States court 
here today by the feceral government in the 
suit against the Union Pacific Railroad com- 
pany and others, known as the Harriman 
merger suit, which was decided last June in 
favor of the railway defendants. 

in the majority opinion the court held thai 
the railway companies were not competing 
lines anc that the Sherman anti-trust law 
was not being violated. 

The government contends the court err.é 
in holding that the Union Pacific was not 
competing for trade with the Southern Pa- 
cific and in holding that the purchase by 
the Oregon Short Line of 51 per cent of the 
stock of the Salt Lake route’s was not in 
violation of the law. 


CLARA BARTON NEAR DEATH? 


Founder of American Red Cross Ex- 
tremely Ill at Summer Home 
in Massachusetts. 


Oxford, Mass., Sept. 9.—Miss Clara Barton, 
founder of the American Red Cross, is be- 
lieved to be near death at her summer home 
in this town.

Ordered to Chung-Kiang by Chi- 
nese Viceroy for Their Safety. 


REVOLT OF NATIVES GROWS. 


United States Warship: Directed to 
Protect American [nterests. - 


PEKING, Sept. 9.—For three days no. mes- 
sage has been received from the 100 for- 
eigners who gathered at Cheng-Tu, capita! of 
Sze-Chuen province for safety from the mobs 
which have been running riot in the sur. 
rounding districts for some time past. 

The Chinese viceroy ordered the foreigners 
to leave the city, and itis believed they are 
making their way towards the Yang-Tse- 
Kiang, which is about 300 miles by cart or 
river through a country where anti-foreign 
placards have been posted for many weeks. 

It is understood that the fugitives are un- 
der the escort of Chinese troops, but it is con- 
sidered questionable if these troops would op- 
pose their own people should an attack be 
made upon the foreigners. | 


British Warships Above Gorge. 

There are British gunboats on the Yang-Tse 
above the gorges which extenc from Ichang 
to Chung-King. 

The American ships were ordered up river, 
but were unable to proceed above Ichang, 
many hundreds of.miles from Cheng-Tu. 

‘the Americans among the refugees num- 
ber thirty. With the exception of a repre- 
sentative of an American tobacco company. 
all are Methodist or Baptist migsionaries. 

The most influential Chinese newspapers in 
Peking give unqualified sypport to the agita- 
tion in the provinces, and petitions have been 
presented to the throne asking that the rall- 
way program be-rescinded and that the prov- 
inces be permitted to construct the Hnes 
which have been projected by the govern- 
ment with the aid of foreign capital. 


Government Cannot Give In, 

It is pointed out that a surrender on the 
part of the government would mean the 
gravest calamities. in the first place, no 
railways would be constructed, as it has 
been urged by. the government that the 
provincial authorities are incompetent for 
euch a task, as well as corrupt. 

In the second place it would practically 
mean the termination of government con- 
trol in the provinces, and, finally, a re- 
actionary relapse would be certain; which 
some of the legations believe would be the 
beginning of the empire's downfall. 

The flood situation in China is the most 
serious in years. Frem Hankow come re- 
ports that troops are driving the flood refu- 
gees from the cities. The English papers 
in Shanghai say: 

“ We suppose that half the population of 
the Yang-Tse valley must be supported 
through the coming winter or starve, 
Probably this is the most appalling dis- 
aster in the history of China.”

BURN HOSPITALS 
IN CHOLERA RIOTS 


Italians Seize Many Patients 
and Parade Them Through 
the Streets, 


FEAR BIG “POISON PLOT.” 
Officials Killed When They At- 
tempt to Stamp Out Dis- 
ease in Cities. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

CHIASSO, Switzerland, Sept. 9.—Panic 
stricken by the inroads of cholera and mad- 
demed by the superstitious fears that the 
health officials were concentrating the vic- 
time of the plague to kill them by poison, 
the inhabitants of several towns in Italy 
have stormed the hospitals and detention 
camps, killed omicials, and rescued the pa- 
tients. 

At Massafra, in the province of Lecce, the 
mob set fire to the hospital, Many of the 
patients were carried to the streets in a 
dying condition and there paraded up and 
down on the shoulders of the town people. 
Some women patients, overlooked in the rush 
of the rioters, were burned in the ruins of 
the hospital. Others died while In the hands 
of the paraders. . 

While the rioting masses danced and 
shouted in the streets, making carnival com- 
parabie to the dance of the furies, police, sol- *% 
Giers, carabineers, and sailors were rushed 
to the city. After a hard fight they ar- 
rested forty-five of the fingleaders of the 
mob. 

Riot in Gioia Del Calle. 

Gioia Del Calle, a city of 20,000 population 
in the province of Bari Della Puglie, also has 
been the scene of savage excesses. There the 
cholera patients were confined in one hespital, 
with those who ha24d been exposed to the dis- 
ease concentrated in a nearby building. 

Several thousancs of the inhabitants of the 
town gathered to release the prisoners. They 
surrounded the hospital and threatened to 
burn it should they be interfered with in 
releasing their friends. 

A small force of carabineers, aided by a 
few policemen, attempted to eontrol the 
crowds, but the ferocious attitude of the 
demonstrators soon made it apparent that 
the ‘police were inadequate, and In order to 
avoid bloodshed, the doors of the hospital 
were thrown open. 

The crowds rushed into the building, broight 
out the cholera patients, and carried them 
in ghastly procession through the town. 


Assail Council at Massafra. 

The mob at Massafra apparently had not 
intended to attack the hospital when it first 
formed. 

While the municipal council of Lecce was 
in seesion today, discussing the best meas- 
ures for combatting the cholera, thousands 
of demonstrants. howling “eath,”’ *' death,”’ 
gathered about the city hall. The mayor and 
councilors suspended the meeting and es- 
caped from the building. 

The mob then moved toward the cholera 
hospital. keeping up a running fight with the 
police, who were unable to stop the marching 
crowd. Several policemen and some of the 
townspeople were dangerously injured. 

The mad crowd attacked the hvuspital and 
overthrew barricades erected against them 
The crowd piled burning wood against the 
bulldirg and smashed in the doors with axes. 
When further resistance was impossible, the 
doctors and nurses escaped. 


Woman’s Cries Stir Mob. 

When the rioters entered the hospital sev- 
eral of the wards were afire. A woman pa- 
tient was crying desperately, which further 
excited the fury of the mob, who interpreted 
the cries as proof of the cruelty practiced 
by the representatives of the ‘** tyrannical 
government.” 

“Listen how she suffers from pain and 
fright! ’’ shouted the leader. “ They wanted 
to finish them before our arrival.’ 

Some of the patients were picked up and 
transported on mattresses; others were laid 
on carts. Then the rioters began the destruc- 
tion of the hospital. The furniture was 
emashed with axes and the torch applied to 
the building itself. 

Fortunately, the rioters forgot to cut the 
telegraph wires, and the authorities were in- 
formed. Police. soldiers, carbineers, and 
sailors, rushed to the burning hospital, suc- 
ceeded in quelling the rioters, forty-five of 
whom were arrested as the leaders. These 
included nine women. 


AERO CARRIES ROYAL MAIL 
DURING FLIGHT IN ENGLAND. 


First Aviator Makes Trip from Hendon 
to Windsor Palace Grounds with Let- 


ters for King.

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GERMANY NEAR MONEY PANIC 


Fear of War, Bad Crops, and La- 
bor Troubles Lead to Unrest. 


FRANCE IN GRAVE MOVE. 


Two Year Men Will Be Held in Army 
Pending Action by Kaiser, 


BERLIN, Sept. 9.—The financial world to- 
day experienced the worst day since the 
beginning of the Moroccan crisis. It was 
darker than any during the American panic 
of 190%. 

Although there were no developments to 
justify it, a feeling approaching panic was 
widely evident throughout Germany. News- 
paper offices were queried as to whether it 
was true that the mobilization of the Ger- 
man army had been ordered. 

A sto:-m of selling orders burst upon the 
boerse. Further savings bank runs were 
developed at. Cologne, Essen, Aix-Les- 
Chapelle, and other places, even including a 
Berlin suburb, 

The seat of unrest seems to be In the prov- 
inces where the little investors and savers 
are possessed with the idea that war Is 
about to break, and are determined to secure 
their investments at all costs. 


Sharp Decline on Boerse, 

The break in the American market, the bad 
crop situation, and the expectation that the 
high cost of living would lead to labor 
troubles all contributed to the sharp decline 
in prices on the boerse. lLron and electric 
shares declined from four to six points and 
Canadian Pacific lost five. 

The situation was so serious that it evoked 
a scathing, inspired rebuke adressed to Ger- 
man business men through the Lokal Anzei- 
ger, pointing out the folly of persons losing 
their heads over senseless and incredible ru- 
mors in circulation, the falsity of which wab 
evident. The paper declared that an agree- 
ment already had been reached regarcing the 
general object of the Franco-German nego- 
tiations relative to Morocco, but that time 
was necessary to work out the guarantees. 

If public feeling rises the government prob- 
ably will be forced to issue an official state- 
ment regarding the Moroccan situation, 
though it is feared this will influence the ne- 
gotiations in unfavorable manner, 


France Holds Its Reserves. 

PARIS, Sept. 9—Premier Caillaux was in 
consultation today with the minister of for- 
eign affairs, M. de Selves, and the minis- 
ter of war, M. Fessimy, as to whether it 
would be prudent to allow the two years’ 
service men, whose terms in the army expire 
Sept. 24, 25, and 26. to leave the colors in 
view of the tension with Germany. 

The decision reached by the ministers, it 
ie understood, was to to keep the men in 
service unless Germany releases her two year 
men whase termes are due to expire between 
Sent. 24 and Sept. 27.

FATHER VAUGHAN 
TO VISIT AMERICA 


O’Connor Tells of Family to 
Which Noted London 
Divine Belongs, 


MANY SERVE IN CHURCH. 


Upheld Catholic Faith at Time 
When It Meant Peril to 
Their Lives.

LONDON, Aug. 80.—It is reported in some 
papers that Father Bernard Vaughan is to 
pay another visit soon to your country. Many 
of your readers doubtless know the eminent 
preacher, for he is a man whose acquaintances 
are as the sands of the sea, and all know him 

by repute. 

But I doubt whether many people, outside 
the members of their own family and per- 
haps their associates in religion, have ever 
understeod the Vaughan family. It ts a re 
markable family in many ways and not 
merely in Its surviving members of today, 
but also tn its whole hiatory. 

Welsh by origin, the family has lived for 
generations in one of the border English 
counties that march with the Welsh frontier. 
It was always a stern, resolute and uncom- 
promising race. It never changed Its creed, 
even in the centuries when al) the forces of 
the state were arrayed against their re- 
ligion, and when adhesion to their faith in- 
volved risk of life and loss of prorferty- 


Family of Stern Lives, 
Comfortable rather than rich, squires 
rather than aristocrats, the Vaughans belong: 
to that smaijl gentry that rivals the bigger 
houses in pride of birth and in purity of 
ancestry. Their characteristics are to be 
found in the surviving members of thst fam- 
ily. ' 
Even under the habit of the regular clergy- 
man as under the magnificent robes of the 
prelate, the Vaughan spirit is there—proud, 
aloof, intense, and stern in conviction, and 
English in every sense of the word in energy. 
in the propagandist and adventurous impulse 
which has made their country the greatest 
of colonizers and the empire builders and 
also in the racial and family pride which is 

part of the heritage of all their race. 

One should add to these qualities another 
which is distinctly English, though it is not 
always recognised by those who are not. 
English, namely, acertain mysticism orem@ | 
tionalism. To those who are not able to pene- | 
trate beneath the surface of his reserve and | 
frigidity the Englishman appears the most — 
stern and sometimes even the most selfigh of | 
realists; as a matter of fact he ts often more | 
of a visionary than a Celt, and is swept by 
waves of emotion which mae *im almosts 
crusader. ! 


Race Springs from Soldier. : 

The father of the present race of Vaughan 
was asoldier. His whole character was stern 
and, indeed, is rather like that’of a dour 
Scotch Puritan of the days of the fight be-. 
tween prelacy and the presbytery than an 
English Roman Catholic. He regarded this 
life as a mere passing and empty phase of 
an eternal existence; he was sterner to him- 
self even than to anybcdy else, and when he 
lay @ying he rejoiced that he was suffering 
pain; it meant to him some atonement for 
whatever frailties he had shown in life and 
as part of the price sinful man had to pay 
for eternal bliss in another world. 

The mother of the Vaughans was an even 
more remarkable figure Born a Protestant 
she became a Catholic on her marriage and 
then became more Catholic than the Cath- 
olics themselves She spent hours daily in 
the private chapel of the old ancestral home.

She had fourteen children. nine sons and 
five daughters; one of the sons died in in- 
fancy; six of the sons became priests and ell 
five daughters becamé nuns. 

“ne most remarkable of these sons was 
Cardinal Vaughan. I knew him well and for 
many years. Indeed, I met him within a 
few weeks of my first arrival in London as 
far tack as the year 1870 He was then 
bishop of Salford. To be honest I did not 
jove him either then or any period of his 
life. He was too thorough an Knelish Tory 
to the marrow of his bones. 

Throughout all his episcopal life we Irish 
Nationalists in England regarded him as a 
formidable and irreconcilable enemy of the 
frish cause. I now think we did him injus- 
tice; he was kind to Irish priests, and he did 
not interfere actively in politics, and though 
he was not favorable to home rule or to any 
other Liberal cause he was not as yenomous 
against it as weimagined. Cardinal Manning 
was the reverse of all this; he was not only 
a Radical but almost a Socialist. He loved 
the Irish and he was worshiped by them in 
turn and never did he miss a chance of say- 
ing a word for the cause of the homerule. It 
was home rule fargely which brought Man- 
ning and Gladstone together after many 
years of separation and misunderstanding, 


Manning Lived as Ascetic. — 

Manning was physically as much @ con- 
trast to Vaughan es in mind and politica? 
leanings. Manning lived the life of an ascetic 
and wag as sparing of self-indulgence even 
while he was to be found at every dinner 
table of London society, as if like St. Sty- 
lites, he lived at the top ofa pillar. Heate 
only one meal a day of any size, he did not 
taste alcohol; for many years he always 
took his own small meal before he went 
out to the dinner party, and sat while every- 
bedy around him was tasting all the best 
things of the best French chefs without 
touching bite or sup. 

His frame accordingly was thin to emacia- 
tion; the head and face, long, yellow, hatchet 
shaped with a beaky nose, looked alrbost like. 
a death heed; with his soutane to his 
emaciated frame he looked as if he walked 
cut of the picture of some saint.

Lambs reached a 
top of $6.35 early, but the best rangers were 
quoted at $5.80 at the finish, and prime fat na- 
tives were bought by packers on the last day at 
$5.50. Feeding lambs suffered a loss of 25c, and 
closed with choice lots quoted at $5.35. Feeding 
and breeding sheep held on a steady basis, with 
wethers worth up to $3.60, and best breeding 
ewes $4.0004.25.

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Just Now Broadway. 
Is Awash with Actors. 


By Barns Mantle. 


New York.—[Special Correspondence,}——New York town just 
now is fairly awash with actors (and the well intentioned 
copyreader will kindly oblige by not making it asosh), They 
overfiow Broadway into the side streets, and !m the late after- 
noon or early morning, when rehearsals are either just being 
dismissed Or just taking in, there is a jan of them that 
threatens the corner police, seeing that each actor’s accepted 
badge of distinction is a long, pale night stick Atted with an 
armerook, . 

The condition is unusual and due to the reluctance of the 
producing managers Yo seek the provincial dollar early this 
season. Nearly all important productions afe being delayed 
until October, which is making September a month of re- 
hearsals for the fortunate and job hunting for the unfortu- 
hate in place of a month of first pérformances. 

There promises to be fewer plays produced this season and 
fewer chances taken with plays of average merit’ than for @ 
dozen years last passed, Last season, the first during which 
the two combinations of capital represented respectively by 
the Shuberts and Klaw & Erlanger were fairly arrayed 
against each other, everybody rushed in, fools and angels 
alike tumbling over ea@ch other in a wild scramble to suit the | 
uncertain and ever changing taste of the public, This re- 
sulted in the production of many poor plays (which {s not 
serious) and the loss of considerable money (which is very 
serious), This year the conservatives will rule. 

Realizing the change in temper of the managers, the Actors’ 
society has recently offered to furnish all the talent necessary 
for modest trial performances, contributing théir time gratis 
to any manager or any other theatrically inclined person with 
money who will furnish script, scenery, and stage, that a 
legitimate effort may be made to find plays the public wants, 
at the least possible expense, and thus provide at least a few 
additional berths for the many members of the ‘society forced 
out of work by changed conditions. ) 

Another effort to solye the same problem is again to be 
made by &@ combination formed at the suggestion of Henry 
Miller, He has organized a repertory company which he is 
to establish in New York, Klaw & Erlanger are to furnish 
him the manuscripts of plays that “look good” and he is to 
stage them. If they are failures the ¢ost of discovery will 
have been comparatively slight; if successful, a company can 
readily be organized and a production bullt. 

In the meantime the early birds {n the field are doing fairly 
well in convincing this city of playgoing transients that sum- 
mer is dying and the incandescent days of fall’ are here. 

Mr. John Drew made his annual reéntry on Monday night 
with the fifteenth or sixteenth of his bachelor ramances. This 
one is called “A Single Man,” and was written by the prolific. 

Maugham of England, Also it is quite English in locale and 
in treatment, though given a characteristic American flavor 
by the dapper bachelor favorite; his daughter Louise, and his 
leading woman, Miss Mary Boland, about whom the only 
thing that’s English ig a broad and carefully studied “cawn’t,” 
‘The story is sweetly simple, written with the year at the 
spring, and admirably suited to Drew. He again is a literary 
person, sufficiently successful to give house parties and com- 
pose, with the aid of 4 “secretary.” Also he is 40 years old, 
which appears to be the accepted age at which an attractive 
‘bachelor acquires his second wind, and much impressed with 
the inspiring evidences of family life and connubial felicity 
with which the whole countryside is teeming. Being thus 
impressed, he determines upon matrimony as ‘a cure for his 
Own restlessness and selects the youthful daughter of a 
neighbor as thé properly spirited and conditioned mate to re- 
new his waning interest in life and to freshen a spirit of 
optimism grown stale in retirement. 


The Usual Bachelor Kuiseees 


Still it would not be a bachelor’s romance were it to work 
out as planned, Bachelors invariably are loved most devoted. 
ly by those whom they least suspect. Therefore while the 
youthful fiancée accepts the proffered hand with. enthusiasm 
and celebrates the days of her engagement by leading her 
betrothed breathlessly through inhumerable sets of tennis and 
cross garden flights of hide and seek, his real romantic fate 
is being sealed directly under his nose. He ig loved and has 


been loved for five faithful years devoted to the typing of . 


his manuscripts by his secretary. She understands him. She 
knows his moods. She corrects his errors of grammar and of 
taste, And she worries for his future, What more nat- 
ural, then, that when she infoms him she will be leaving 
after the wedding he, realizing his helplessness without her, 
should see the lovelight in her eyes and realize that the call 
of love is stronger than the call of youth? That i!t also 
-should prove cheaper, seeing that youth would demand its 
fill of the expensive gayties of life while the more settled 
typist could go on looking after the work of transcribing 
the manuscripts, will appeal only to the flippant. “A Single 
Man” will serve John Drew well for a season, and that is 
all he expects of it. 

As a reward for being “with” “The Traveling Salesman” 
for two seasons and helping that comedy to a reasonable 
success, they have madé Frank McIntyre a star in a new 
comedy farce called “Snobs.” It was done at the Hudson 
Monday night and, as suspected, is discovered to contain a 
fat part for a fat man, MeIntyre starts his playlife as a 
milkman who, in girth, “takes after” a deceased uncle, and ~ 
uncle, he feports, was 80 fat that on one o¢casion when he 
fell forward he rocked himself to sleep before he could ree 
gain his feet, 

He is a siangy milkman, and before the first act is more 
than half over a snobbish attorney informs him that he is 
a missing heir, long lost and now much desired. He meets 
also a—Ccharming parvenu whose father made his fortune in 
pickles, and determines that before the news of his elevation 
to the dukedom is made public he shall flock with the snobs 
long enough to accustom himeelf to their ways and do what 
he can to induce the pickle heiress to love him for his fat 
alone. With the comic effects and results, assisted by the 
customary sartorial exaggerationg, the farce is lightly played 


and lightly accepted with considerable ancouraging laughter. 


As a concluding fncident the fat boy takes a revolver away 
from a surprised and surprisingly inactive policeman, even 
as Mr. Ross disarms the lumberman fn “An Everyday Man,” 
which act of bravery wins him the chotce of his bride, 


McIntyre Excellent but Fat. 


McIntyre, with increasing assurance, Is bécoming an excele 
lent fat comedian, doing the pure farce scenes with much 
better effect than those necessarily tinged with romance, but 
materially assisting the entertainment at every turn. Wii-

The French cherche la femme is the key 
to the whole matter—nothing a man does, no 
act of his hand or thought of his brain be- 
hing it, that is not influencea some way by 
some Woman. 

‘My sister Ethe! got it into her head that 
her Uttle brother Jack should be an artist. 
No, I am not going into the old controversy 
of “Is acting an’art?’ put I am just using 
the word “artist” in the way it usually is 
applied to painters, 

I was to be the one of the family of Barry- 
mores whose name was not to be ‘‘ interred "’ 
with him, and as Ethel always has been my 
deus ex machina, you would not have to 
search far for the woman who has been my 
artistic inepiration. 

I studied in England for about six years, 
and then came back to New York and pre- 
pared to work, but. you see, I was not pre- 
pared to starve as some of the wonderfully 
spiendid chaps bave done who have made 
undying names for themselves. I simply 
could not live either on Ethel! or on 15 cents 
a day. - Nevertheless, I struggied along and 
did illustrations which resembled Dante’s 
Inferno in modern setting, but at last I came 
to feel that with me life would be shorter and 
art longer than with most people, and when 
my mister sent for me and gave me @ sma!! 
~very small—part in her company I accepted 
with. alacrity. 

> 

‘Aa I have been an “artist,” I did not at 
first realize if I would be an actor I first 
must be letter perfect in my lines. The 
opening night I went on I had a scene with 
my sister, and through nervousness and bad 
study all the speeches went out of my head; 
I simply made up some stuff as I went along 
and sent my poor sister into hysterical! laugh- 
ter, even while she was justly displeased 
with me 

Acting, however, should come easy to the 
son of my father and mother, and I was 
lueky enough to get an engagement soor 
after in Clyde Fitch's “Glad of It.” Then 
some one told Willie Collier that I might do 
in a part in one of his plays and Mr. Collier 
came up where I was supposed to be play- 
ing. But at that time I still was lingering 
under the idea that acting was not a pro- 
fession, but a lark, and I had not “ showed 
up’ at the “‘show shop” that evening. 
However, my usual luck was with me, for 
Mr. Colller seemed to like my understudy so 
well that he engaged me for his company. 

As you perhaps know, I have had but 
two engagements in the last three years. 
Just four years ago my luck deserted me, and 
I was “down and out”’ for fair. Asa last 
resort, I pawned my sleeve links in Atlantic 
City, and, after looking over the few dollars 


that Isaac gave me on them, | decided that 
it was not enough to start me in anything 
but a good time. When I was nearing the 
last cent, Mort Singer, in the guise of a good 
fairy, came and offered me an engagement in 
“ The Stubborn Cinderella ” at a salary twice 
the size I had ever received before.

“The Stubborn Cinderella” opened and ran 
in Chicago over a year, and afterward in 
New York, but not as long. And then I 
originated the title part in “ The Fortune 
Hunter,"’ which I played over two years in 
New York and other eastern cities. You see, 
I have been particularly lucky in picking long 
engagements, but I often think that I would 
have had no engagements at all if Mort 
Singer had not given me my chance. I owe 
more to that little gentleman than he has 
any idea of, and now;-mark the trony of fate 
—when I really don’t need the money, my 


‘ {Nustrations are in demand; I sold three 


pictures the other day for nearly as much 
as I earned for all the others I had painted. 

Except that the actor must use himself 
as his pigment, there is-not such a great 
difference between acting and painting. Both 
are an attempt at nature depiction and both 
must partake more or less of the personal- 
ity of the artist. However, the painter has 
one great advantage over the actor: he can 
hide behind his work. Cyclops, if his eye 
was good and his hand sure, could paint a 
picture before which the multitude would 
bow in worship—but you can hardly conceive 
of a humpbacked Hamlet, can you? 

Within reason, the actor must not only 
play his part but he must look your con- 
ception of it. He cannot say, as did Turner 
to a captious critic who remarked, “‘ I never 
saw a sunset like thatin my life.’’ ‘‘ Haven't 
you? Den’'t you wish you had?” The actor 
must not only show one but must show what 
one expects to see. The actor must visualize 
his ideals in himself and the painter may 
visualize himself in his ideals. 


> 

The critics cavil at personality, and yet 
no artist ever lived who did not put plenty of 
{t on his canvas as wel! as his paint. Butthe 
actor cannot hide behind his work; he must 
stand always in front and take everything 
that is thrown at him—whether it be flowers 
or fuel oil. 

However, at that he has his innings, for if 
it happens to be flowers he gets them while 
he can enjoy them, while the poor painter 
usually has to wait a few hundred years 
before some one thinks his work worthy of 
being stolen from the Louvre. 

Yes, after all, lam glad that Ethel changed 
her mind about “little brother Jack” and 
asked me into her company and gave me a 
chance to be an actor.

MELILLA. 

The Moors in the neighborhood of Melilla 
have been giving trouble and 5,000 Spanish 
soldiers have been sent there to reinforce 
the garrison. Two years ago the Moors in- 
terfered with the working of some iron 
mines near Melilla. They were chastised, 
but the cost te Spain was heavy. ‘There 
were bloody riots, notably in Barcelona. 
The popular protests throughout the king- 
dom against the war came neaf turning into 
a revolution. 

Melilla has been the gravéyard of many 
Spanish soldiers who: died tuere from dis- 
ease or wounds. Spaniards dread that ill- 
omened place even more than two years ago. 
If the government were to engage in dnother 
war there and the reserviste: were’ to ve 
called out as they were in 1909, there would 
be bloodier work in Spain this year than 
there was then. 


| ABE RUEF’S REFORM. 

When Abraham Ruef began his term 
in the penitentiary he made some remarks 
as to his spiritual state which, being. re- 
ported widely in the press, were not taken 
at their face value. But | it may turn out 
that the ‘ironic comment ' they then called 
forth was unjustified. Ruef may have re- 
pented sincerely. The editor of the San. 
Francisco Bulletin thinks so. 

In his statement referred to the other 
day Mr. Older says: “I feel sure that if 
the people of California will show him this 
mercy he will more than repay them by 
leading a life of usefulness and helpfal- 
ness to others. I hare had many talks. 
with him lately, and every word that he 
has uttered served to convince me that 
he is seriously planning when he leaves the 
prigon to deyote the remnant of his fortune 
and his extraordinary talents in develop- 
ing’ the sociological work that is yet to be 
done, and that lies heavily upon the mind 
of every thoughtful man.” 

Ruef, it seems, has busied himself of 
late in a plan to help convicted men after 
their restoration to liberty. The president 
of the California prison commissién says 
of it that “its statistical estimates are 
striking, and ité ‘ogical deductions, based 
on: conceded or demonstrated premises, 
seem unanswerable.” Ruef outlines the 
plan as folicws: 

TO establish a purely’ voluntary association 
among the prisoners here to be affiliated with the 
California prison commission or sorie similar so- 
clety outside, existing or newly to be este 
whose objects roughly stated shall be generally to 
ald discharged prisoners to tide ovér the period |

prises so that temporary employment may be as- 
sured; and also within these walls by special at- 
tention and instruction to aid in preparing the 
men to qualify for work outside—without in any 
way interfering with the work or routine of prison 
administration. 


The restoration to law abiding, self-re- 
specting life of discharged convicts is en 
important question, not only from the 
humanitarian but also from the social 
point of view. And Ruef could not un- 
dertake a better work when he is out. If 
he has means ‘eft for independent public 
service he has great ability and can save 
others as well as himself. Perhaps he 
would be useful as an exposer and foe of | 
political corruption. San Francisco still 
needs a political and social evangel, ,Abra- 
ham Ruef fighting sincerely and disinter- 
estedly for better political and social con- 
ditions wonld be a striking fieure. and one 
of great influence as soon as his reform is 
credited. 


“HOW TO KEEP WELL. -

Probably the most important change in 
the practice of medicine in its whole history 
is the change which is now taking place in 
the steadily growing emphasis upon preven- 
tion. It is the assumption of science that all 
disease due. to bacteria may be prevented, , 
and: it needs little more corroboration than 
our common experience affords to prove 
that most of our physical ills have 
petty beginnings which foresight will defeat 
or a wise mode of living prevent. 

Health means almost everything in this 
| world. Yet how we neglect its laws! Per- 
haps we neglect them because we have 
thought disease isa “ visitation” and not ' 
an effect of causes we ourselves may largely 
control. . 

It is time in this age of enlightenment for 
us to leave this error and to learn to live 
rationally; to learn—not how to get well— 
bat “ how to keep well.”

CURRENCY AND RESERVES. 
The aspect of the panic of 1907 which 
seemed most important to the majority of 
Americans was the fact that for.a time they 
could not get money from their banks, but 
were compelled to take clearing house notes 
pinstead. As a consequence. of this visual 
token of the financial situation the belief, 
already strong and prevailing, that what 
ehiefly is needed in crises is more currency 
was greatly strengthened. 

But this popular belief finds vigorous dis- 
sent among economists and _ students of 
banking, among these being Prof. Laughlin, 
whose address favoring the national reserve 
association plan has just been published by 
the National Citizens’ league. 

It is conceded, of course, that an ade- 
quate absolute supply of currency, expand- 
ing and contracting with seasonal demands, 
is of real importance. But the amount of 
actual currency used in business is small, 
relatively to checks, drafts, and bills of ex- 
change. In times like 1907 the vital point 
with the banker is the protection of his re- 
serve and his ability to loan to customers 
in temporary need. This is likewise the 
vital point with the business man and the 
general public. 

But the issuance of new notes is the cre- 
ation of new liabilities. It would not in- 
crease reserves and thus enable the banks 
to serve their customers more. Therefore 
it would not touch the chief need of the busi- 
ness community. It would meet local needs 
for currency for pay rells and the few 
transactions carried on in cash. It would 
enable banks to retain money in reserve, 
thus slightly increasing their power to loan. 
It would enable national banks, by exchang- 
ing their notes for money of state banks or 
trust companies authorized to place them 
in their reserves, to increase. their 
own reserves. But, as Prof. Laughlin says, 
to’ permit the replenishment of.a bank re- 
serve by the issue of notes which are lia- 
bilities is not only unlawful, “ it is a bank- 
ing lie.” 

- Reverting to the crisis of 1907, Prof. 
Laughlin says: ‘ There was a crisis, not 
because of a scarcity of a medium of ex- 
change in the hands of the public, but be- 
cause the central banks had had excessive 
demands made upon them for loans and be- 
cause they held paper which had become 
more or less unsound. A crisis comes be- 
cause credit has been unduly expanded in 
a period of prolonged prosperity; in an op- 
timistic spirit men have entered into trans- 
actions beyond their actual means, as is 
shown when the test of actual payment is 
exacted, and in time of fright collatera! as 
well as goods falls in price. In such a sit- 
nation liquidation need« time if disaster 1s 
to be prevented.” 

Yet just as the banks are being called

“It seizes the fundamental good in the 
clearing house loan certificate, broadens it 
for general use, breaks down the limits of 
its local eficieney, makes a resort to it nor- 
mal and regular instead of exceptional and 
as a confession of weakness.”

How can any man look at the record vf 
the last two years and console himself with 
the thought that corruption is merely a rot- 
ten speck in an otherwise sound body? 

These outcroppings show the strata that 
underlies government. The foundations are 
rotten. It is to the interest of such persons 
as Lorimer to defend. conditions as they 
exist, but men who have any thought of or 
any regard for their country will not blink 
at them. 


JEZEBEL. 

It is reported that recent excavations 
In the palace of the wicked King Ahab 
in Samaria have brought to light tablets 
inscribed with the correspondence of the 
king, his wife, Jezebel, and the prophet 
Elijah. Probably this is sheer fiction, but 
one wishes it were true. It might give 
somebody a chance. to attempt what no 
one ever has tried+-the whitewashing of 
Jezebel. a | 

We know only what her enemies have 
told of her. They have painted her as a 
bold, resourceful, revengeful woman, who 
came to a bad end. Doubtless she was a 
wicked woman, but even her worst act, 
the murder of Naboth the Jezreelite, so 
that Ahab could get possession of the vine- 
yard he coveted, proves her to have been 
a devoted ‘wife. She was much the 
stronger character of the two and prob- 
ably was the real ruler—‘ the hand be- 
hind the curtain.” 

We have a record of the message which 
Jezebe] sent to Elijah after he had slain 
the priests of Baal. She notified him that 
it was her intention “to make thy life as 
the life of one of them by tomorrow about 
this time.” He knew she was no trifler, 
and he arose and fied. He must also 
have irritated her in other ways, talking 
to her much as John Knox did to Mary 
Queen of Scots. 

Jezebel was a brave woman. She did 
not flinch when death came thundering at 
the gate. She painted her face and tired 
her hair. She met Jehu as a king’s dauzh- 
ter should, with threats, not prayers, 
One really would like to know more about 
this woman, whose name has become a by- 
word. If she could speak for herself and 
detail all her trials and tribulations the 
final conclusion of the historian might be 
that she was not so black as she had been 
painted. 

Nothing could be more interesting or 
enlightening than letters exchanged be- 
tween the queen, who was a devout wor- 
shiper of Baal, and the great prophet cf 
Israel, but if there were such letters they’ 
probably never will be found. Jezebel 
will have no opportunity to plead her own 
case. 


CONTRACTS. 

As reasons for the condition of affairs in 
the sanitary district grow clearer they spell 
“contracts.”

THE CENTER OF POPULATION. 
The center of population of the United 
States, according to the revised and cor- 
rected figures of the census bureau, is eight 
miles farther west than the point designated 
two months ago.

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EMIGRATION TO ‘CANADA. 
What immigration has done and is doing 
for Canada is brought out in the last Cana- 
dian Annual Review. Between 1807 and 
the close of last year the Dominion gained 
by immigration 1,828,771 inhabitants. Of 
these 699,407 were from England, Scotland, 
Wales, and Ireland, 626,970 from the 
United States, and 502,394 from conti- 
nental Europe. Nor did these new arrivals 
come empty handed. It is estimated that 
of those who came during the last five years 
those from Great Britain and Ireland 
brought $56,300,000 in cash and settlers’ 
effects, and those from the United States 
$267,000,000. It is said that every Ameri- 
can immigrant last year averaged over 
$1,100 in cash. 

Great Britain has sent the most mechan- 
ics to the Dominion, but the United States 
has sent the most farmers. In homestead 
entries since 1897 the Americans have a 
long lead. But for them Saskatchewan and 
Alberta would not have made the great 
wheat record they have, 

This infiux of skilled mechanics and 
farmers has added enormously to the ability 
of Canada to produce and to consume com- 
modities. In 1890 the total trade of the 
Dominion was but $218,000,000.. In 1910 
it was $742,000,000. It would be hard to 
find a match for such rapid and solid 
growth. Nor is that growth likely to cease 
while any’ party of the vast area, of. wheat 
land remains untilled. It is not in land 
alone that Canada is rich. Beyond com- 
putation is the value of its forests and its 
mineral resources. 

And this rich. country: ig our next, door 
neighbor. Nothing save obstructive duties 
can interfere with the quick and cheap ship- 
ment of goods from. one country to the other. 
Each affords the best possible market for 
the products of the other. The United 
States, recognizing that, has ratified the 
reciprocity agreement. Surely Canada will 
do the same and secure for the increasing 
volume of its products more consumers here, 


WAR WITHOUT FIGHTING. 

Rear Admiral Mahan would say that 
France, Great Britain, Spain, and Germany 
are now at war. There was war when Aus- 
tria assumed full sovereignty over Bosnia 
and Herzegovina—but no fighting. There 
was war when Bulgaria threw off Turkish 
suzerainty—but no fighting. 

“Men readily imagine that there has been 
no war when there‘has been no bloodshed, 
no fighting,” he says in the third of his 
articles on “ Navies as International Fac- 
tors” in the North American Review. 
“War in modern conception and practice is 
business, not fighting. It is carrying a point 
through the opponent’s sense of inability to 
resist. The less the: fighting the better the 
business; just as in a campaign of actual 
war the maneuvering which attains a result 
without fighting, by strategic dispositions 
placing a superior force in a point of deci- 
siye advantage, is more creditable than the 
bloodiest of head on victories. Two hun- 
dred years ago a great French admiral said: 
‘The best victories are those which cost 
least in blood, hemp, and iron ’—-in life and 
in material.” 

When Austria took Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina there was war without fighting, Ger- 
many preventing the fighting by throwing 
her sword into the balance. Over Morocco 
‘there is war between France and Germany, 
Rear Admiral Mahan would say, but there 
will be no fighting. England has thrown 
her sword in the balance. Force is em- 
ployed, but not fighting, and Mahan, a spe- 
cial pleader for navies, finds this just, hold- 
ing that law “is ineapable of meeting difi- 
culties which force solves; not only easily 
but finally, and for the dest.”

ESPITE semi-officia! denials, it seems 
true that King Peter of Servia is to 
abdicate between now and Christmas 
—possibly within the next few weeks— 
in favor of the younger of his two sons, 
Crown Prince Alexander, now twenty-three 
. years of age, and who has managed to create 
@ most favorable impression at the various 
courts, an< in the foreign capitals which he 
has visited within the last year of so. 

It is asserted on excellent authority that 
Emperor Nicholas insisted on this abdica- 
tion, as a sine qua non for giving his consent 
to the marriage last Sunday at St. Petersburg 
of his cousin Prince John Constantinovitch 
of Russia to Princess Helene of Servia.

The czar, like most of his brother sover- 
eigns, Cannot overlook that Peter obtained 
the throne of Servia through the shocking 
assassination of his predecessor, King Alex- 
ander, and of the latter's consort, Queen 
Draga, murders to which he undoubtedly 
was privy, though not perhaps the instigator. 

The actual perpetrators he invested with 
high office at his court and in his government, 
despite the protests of the foreign powers, 
either because the assassins were his friends, 
or else because they were able to terrorize 
him by threats to disclose his connivance in 
their crime. 

Peter has ever since been more or less ley - 
cotted, not merely by his brother monarchs 
but even by the French republic, which has 
on several occasions postponed, on various 
pretexts, his self-invited visit. His abdica- 
tion and retirement to his former residence 
on Lake Geneva, wtih an adequate allow- 
ance, would remove the ban placed by the 
foreign powers on the court of Servia, which 
has been a source of humiliation to the na- 
tion.

Sir Abe Bailey. knighted last winter, is one 
of the South African multimillionaires who 
has managed to achieve the greatest amount 
of popularity in England, where, conse- 
quently, the news of his engagement to the 
Hon. Mary Westenra, only daughter of Lord 
Rossmore, has been received with interest. 

He was one of the closest confidants of 
Cecil Rhodes, through him became acquaint- 
ed with King Edward, when Prince of Wales, 
and thus managed to get election. to the 
Marlborough club in’Pall Mall. If he has 
“ caught on ” in England, where other mining 
magnates from South Africa have failed, it 
it because of his good humor, his generosity, 
and above all his devotion to every kind of 
clean sport. 

He is a member of the Marylebone Cricket 
club, that premier organization of the crick- 
eting world; and with the object of promot- 
ing the game in South Africa has repeatedly 
invited crack elevens out to the Cape, as his 
guests, paying all their expenses, not merely 
from England and back but 'even from 
Australia, entertaining them in the most 
princely fashion while in South Africa. 

He was one of the fellow prisoners of John 
Hays Hammond after the unsuccessful 
Jameson raid in 1896; was, like Hammond, 
sentenced to death by the Transvaal govern- 
ment, but eventually escaped by payment of 
a heavy fine. Today he is the chief of the 
diamond mining ring of South Africa, and 
virtually controls the annual output of dia- 
monds, and in tat way the diamond market 
of the world. 

Sir Abe is a widower, with a grown up son, 
has a beautiful country place at East Grim- 
stead in Sussex, a big house in London, 
where he entertains a great deal, hasaracing 
stable at Newmarket, country seats scat- 
tered in various parts of South Africa, has 
been frequently portrayed by novelists who 
have erideavVored to discuss the relations of: 
South African mining magnates towards 
London society, and is more than twice the 
age of his bride, a very handsome girl. 

_— 

Miss Westenra’s odd patronymic is of 
Dutch origin. Indeed, the Westenras are 
one of the oldest families of Holiand, and 
the sea horse which figures in their armorial 
bearings was bestowed upon them in recog- 
nition of the bravery of one of their ancestors, 
who at the time of the Spanish invasion of 
the Netherlands by the Duke of Alva swam 
across a stormy arm of the sea with im- 
portant intelligence to the Dutch army, 
thereby preventing it from being taken by 
surprise. 

The Westenras crossed from Holland to 
England with Charles II. on his restoration, 
and got from him a grant of land in the 
Emerald Isle, Warner Westenra becoming 
a citizen of Ireland by act of parliament 
dated 1662. It was his great-grandson who, 
through his marriage to the first Lord Ross- 
more’s sister-in-law became second Lord 
Rossmore. 

In order to explain this, it is necessary to 
mention that the barony of Rossmore orig- 
inally was bestowed upon Sir Robert Cun- 
ningham, and as he had no children, he man- 
aged to obtain from the government of the 
day the reversion of his peerage to the hus- 
bands of his wife’s younger sisters, a unique 
provision in the history of the British and 
Irish peerage. 

The elder of these two sisters was married 
to a Henry Jones. who predeceased the first 
Lord Rossmore, and on the latter’s death his 
peerage therefore passed to Warner West- 
enra, who had married Lord Rossmore's 
youngest sister. From that time forth, the 
Rossmore barony has descended'‘in the male 
line direct.

The present Lord Rossmore was the object, 
some years ago, of.a most impudent imper- 
sonation on the part of an extremely dash- 
ing and good looking adventurer at Rome, 
and the story: may possibly be familiar to 
some of those of my readers who have win= 
tered in the Eternal City.

was welcomed with open arms at the English 
embassy, was presented by the English am- 
bassador to the king, and by Archbishop 
Stoner to the pope; and was in great social 
demand until his sensational exposure at the 
British embassy.

THE INSIGHT OF LOVE.. 
BY DR. FRANK CRANE. 


‘‘ Faithfulness to us in our faults is a certain 
sign of fidelity in a friend."’—J. G. Holland. 

Love has been called blind. That is be- 
cause it will not and cannot see faults. 

So mén have despised love and boasted of 
intellect, which, they say, can discern the 
troth better. 

And herein mep simply display their ignc- 
rance and show that they do not know what 
truth is nor what knowing is. 

For a living truth, or the truth about a 
living thing, was never yet perceived by any 
brain. Mind can see dead truths, such as 
that two and two make four. or that here is 
a book and there is a man, and all such things 
that have to do merely with material and 
inanimate propositions; but truths that grow 
in the human spirit are only visible to the 
eye of love. 

Whoever loves, sees: and whoever sees, 
sees only things lovely. For the soul of a 
human being is essentially beautiful, and 
only the love ray can reveal it. 

This is proved by the fact that wherever 
we find love in its purest and intensest form 
you find always that it has this glorifying 
effect. In three instances you will find love 
at its best. 

First. in the love of a mother for her yeung 
child. This affection cannot see evil. The 
mother kisses the crippled feet, yearns over 
the weak will, and sees beneath all naughti- 
ness to a substratum of charm invisible to 
you and me. 

Second, in the first love of a man and a 
maid. Here Puck has squeezed upon. their 
eyes the juice of that same flower he used 
to make the fairy queen love the clown with 
an ass’s head. No matter how gross or 
common to our unlit eyes the girl may be, 
So this sex 
love, when raised to its spiritual potency, is 
the most wonderful of all discoveries: To 
the infatuated lover. she has no faults; they 
are but eccentricities of divinity no one but 
he understands. He would not change her 
in any least way, lest she should cease to be 
she, and so be less a miracle. This is not 
folly, nor blindness. It is insight. For any 
one of us is precisely so beautiful and 
glorious and majestic, if any ohe could be 
found who would love us enough to detect it. 

For awhile, at least, it is given to us, in 
the passion of youth, to see another soul as 
angels see souls. There never yet was love 
enough in this world. God send more! And 
to any lover we may speak those words of 
Wordsworth: 

Thou blest philosopher who yet dost keep 

Thy heritage; thou eye amongst the blind, 

That, deaf and silent, read’st the eternal deep, 

Haunted forever by the eternal Mind! 

The third instance is God's love for the 
human soul. The _ revelation of this, the 
emphasis he placed upon this, is Jesus’ 
chief contribution to the happiness of the 
race. For, singularly enough, it is the 
reverse of all the creeds, is truer than the 
creeds. God's faith in me is more saturated 
with redemptive potency that my faith in 
him. The thought that infinite goodness 
can and does love me is the flame that lights 
my love to him; as it is written: ‘‘ The spirit 
of a man is the candle of the Lord.”’ 

What the world needs is trust, or rather 
to be trusted. Slowly and through painful 
years and centuries of intellectual stupidity 
we are to learn that children are to be made 
better by believing in. them and appreciating 
them, rather than by fiogging and scolding; 
that criminals can only be cured by trusting 
them, never by punishing them; that nations 
are best conquered by disarmament and 
defenseless confidence, more certainly than 
by armies; and that sinful men are to be 
won to worship and morality by revealing 
to them through love their own dignity as 
_God’s beloved, rather than by threats and 
curses; that while Sinai and the white thun-

The management of modern burlesque has 


become an ‘exact science.” “<A burlesque 
wheel,” a phrase that means a!! the theaters 
and companies in one circuit. remincs one 
of nothing so much as a baseball league. 
y‘Tnere are the “ players.” of course, there is 
the established ‘circuit, there are the man- 
agers and the various troupes, there is the 
schedule, and, last, but most important, 
there is the Censor Committee, which, in a 
way, corresponds to the natonal commission 
in baseball. 

The censor committee of the Columbia 
Amusement company f{s !n Chicago this 
week. It is composed of J. Herbert Mack of 
New York, president of the company; Sam 
A. Scribner, treasurer, also of New York; 
and Charles Waldron, a director, of Boston. 
During the season this committee visits every 
theater in the wheel and sees every show. 

The duties-of the committee are chiefly 
critical, The performers, the scenery, the 
costumes, the musical .numbers. and espe- 
clay the “lines’”’ are carefully observed. 
Anything objectionable is ordered cut out of 
the show. If the owner of the show fails to 
obey the mandate of the committee, his fran- 
chise {is taken away from him, and he finds 
himself with a show on his hands but no place - 
to give performances.

But he has also effective studiee | 
of storm tossed waves and fiying clouds, 
like “‘An Afternoon on the North Sea” and 
“Crossing the Ocean.”’ which suggests the 
swift motion of waves and something of 
their power. This artist has a fine reserve 
and real tenderness of feeling.

‘‘The sheriff sent mé a letter asking me to 
help him preserve law and order,” said Har- 
land Zea. another of the promoters. ‘ He 
said that the fight wae against the law, but I 
do mot look at it m that Hight, and so cannot 
help him out in preserving the law by stop- 
ping this bout.’ 2 

Two Socialigt aldermen appeared in the 
sherifft’s office and demanded that he recon- 
sider his action and allow the bout to go on. 
The sheriff, however, says that if he does 
permit the fight he will jail all interested 
parties at its conclusion.

HERRMANN WANTS JOHN EVERS 
TO MANAGE CINCINNATI TEAM. 


Owner of Reds Talks with C. W. Murphy 
of Cubs—Latter Agreeable to Deal 
Provided Terms Can Be Reached.

John J. Evers of the Cubs is the man chosen 
by Garry Herrmann tO manage the Cincinnati 
Reds next season. It was learned yesterday 
that the owner of the Cincinnati club has ap- 
proached President Murphy, owner of the 
Cubs, and asked if he could procure Evers 
to succeed Clark Griffith as leader. 

Whether Evers lands the job or not depends 
entirely on the possibility of a deal being 
made between the two clubs so Evers can be 
transferred. So far all that Mr. Herrmann 
has done is to make it known that Evers Is the 
man he wants, 

Recently Herrmann had a talk with Mur- 
phy on the matter and asiged if he could have 
Evers. Murphy said he would consult Man- 
ager Chance, ard he has done that and both 
have consented to let Evers go, providing a 
deal can be made with the Cincinnati club 
that will be satisfactory. 

* Neither Manager Chance nor myself want 
to stand in the way of Evers’ advancement,”’ 
said Murphy. “John has been a valuable 
player to the Chicago club and always has 
given us the best he had. If he can better 
himself financially by managing the Reds, we 
want him to get the job. But Evers is one of 
the great players of the game and of course 
the only way we can let him go is by some 
trade whereby we think we have not weak- 
ened the Chicago club.” 

Evers himself has never approached the 
Cincinnati magnate on the proposition. 
though he has been informed that his services 
are wanted in Redville. It is likely he will 
have a talk with Mr. Herrmann when the 
Cubs are there tomorrow and the next day 
Herrmann has said on numerous occasiors 
that he wants a playing manager to succeed 
Griffith, but this is the first time he has an- 
nounced what man he wanted. 

“Of course I would like a chance at the 
job,” said Evers last night “ Cincinnati 
has a good ball club, for there are a lot of 
young fellows there who'll develop, and with 
a little more strength in pitching it would be 
a club that would be up there fighting with 
the leaders. I never have sald anything 
about the job, for I didn't want any one to 
think I was trying to cut in on Clark Griffith. 
Now I understand Grif is not going to return 
next year anyway, and the job’s open. I'm 
glad to learn that Mr. Hermann favors me 
for the position, and while I te to leave 
Chicago, where every one has Been so good 
to me, I would be glad to get.a chance to 
manage a big league club. I hope there’ll be 
no trouble in making a deal that will give me 


the chance.”

The promoter had actually stumbled onto 
a genuine opportunity, but had never believed 
that money is made honestly in large sums.

Nobody knows of this nerve tension better 
thar the inspectors of Uncle Sam's postof- 
fice department. These men realize that it 
is difficult to secure conviction in some forms 
of the fraud game, but they depend on the 
deeper something else to right wrongs. The 
man who operates a questionable scheme by 
mail fears the postoffice—and hates it. He 
may never admit his doubt or trembling, but 
the quick jerks of his muscles tel] him event- 
ually that a change isdue. He combats it for 
months or years, but it ‘‘ gets him.” 

In one of the two largest cities in Missouri 
were a number of brothers whose names are 
familiar to several thousand ‘nvestors and 
several hundred publishers. They had been 
in a wholly legitimate line of business at first, 
but the lure found them. They got into min- 
ing—not that they believed in the aelving for 
metals, but because the way was rose strewn 
with “graft dividends.’””’ They rarely ez- 
sayed to float the stock of a company that 
was capitalized under $5,000,000—and their 
flotationge were numerous.

Bragging Inherent Quality. 

The individual who comes suddenly into 
wealth is rarely wise enough to subdue out- 
ward signs of his opulence. Just as the office 
boy on his first job brags about his weekly 
stipend ané his “ stand in ” with ‘the boss, so 
does the adult like to ‘ord ft over the less 
fortunate. Uncle Sam's men heard stories 
of the new homes—the automobiles—and the 
orgies. From resplendent rectitude the 
brothers began to deteriorate. They made ae 
great deal of noise with thelr money—decid- 
edly too much. 

The old Rialto Grain company that operated 
in St. Louis years ago isa familiartale. It 
will bear repeating briefly. This gigantic 
bucket shopping fraud not only took in 
millions of dollars, but actually secured the 
indorsement of many reputable business men 


‘who had not learned that the possession of 


large sums is not essentially a guarantee of 
good citizenship. Some of them go, like the 
famous progenitor of ‘‘ Erie,” nervous scrap 
heaps, screaming at their own shadows. 
Some are found dead in cheap lodging houses, 
and others keep slipping down the ranks. 
Another western promoter who had started 
with a “number” in an eastern pena! institu- 
tion found Mexico extremely interesting for 
a period of more than a year. He was cer- 
tain that he was thoroughly intrenched. He 
even boasted of his immunity through power- 
ful associations. The inspectors could not

get anything on him, but they knew he was 
guilty—and he knew it. Worry finally 
brought on stomach disorders, and the man 
at last accounts was subsisting chiefly on a 
milk diet. A resident of the sunset fields of 
life, he admitted that he was obliged to 
* build all over.” 
x * 
One Salvation for Crook. 

The crook never seems to arrive at that 
period where he is satisfied. If he is not 
engrossed with meeting blackmail demands 
from former confidential clerks he has lived 
up to the requirements of his depleted nerv- 
ous system, and irvariably requires an in- 
come greater than he possesses. His salva- 
tion lies in “‘ getting down to cases” and 
starting anew; and if heis wise enough this 
is the course he elects to follow, 

Once money comes into the possession of a 
person without compensatory effort the mad 
desire for “more’’ crops Out sooner or 
later. The tried and true methods are gener- 
ally too slow, and the “race run in the stable” 
is resorted to. It ie safe to assume that for 
every individual who “gets away” with 
pilfered wealth and “ lives happily ever 
after,” a thousand others pay the price—with 
interest compounded. 

The. religiously inclined attribute # to the 
just punishment meted out by an omnipotent 
avenger, but the criminologist and the physi- 
ologist realize that it is a quite natural cul- 
mination of abused nerves.

Fear of Punishment Strongest. 

Fear of punishment is a more malignant 
specter than conscience... Many crooks never 
display signs of atonement, and take the 
stand that the authorities are persecuting 
them. 

“If these cursed imspectors would let me 
alone for five years,”’ said a confidence man 
who employed the mails, “I would be a)" 
right; but every time I accumulate a little 
pile they persecute me, and they don't quit 
until I am broke. It's an outrage!” 

This may be a far fetched idea of right 
and wrong, but it obtains. Perhaps the one 
who thrusts himself forward as an advocate 


-of the policy of interference is a fanatic. 


Maybe some chance incident has converted an 
ordinarly harmless person into a Nemesis. 
If it isnt due to the nagging of :Qme one 
who nurses a fancied wrong. it is something 
else. The in t is usually unforeseer. 
The crook ester of easy money ts 
watching the authorities, when the blow falls 
out of a clear sky. 

About seven years a promoter of min- 
ing claims in Calif was confronted by 
one of his smaller stockholders who de- 
marded asettlement. The promoter was diz- 
honest, but rot in the direction the brooding 


man on his trail had believed to be the case. 
Every day the petty shareholder was cn 
hand fn the outer office. He would rettrn 
from lunch to resume his vigils during the 
afternoon hours. 

Finally, the promoter contrived a trip to 
California, and as he was wending his corpu- 
lent way wearily up the wagon road to the 
claims his enemy jarose from a clump of 
bushes and discharged the six chambers of 
a pistol into the anatomy of the promoter. 
The &gtockholder had overheard the plans. 
had taken an earlier train, and Was lying 
in. wait. | 

The easy money of “Coal Oil Johnny” 
Steele was dissipated in wholly different 
ways. Johnny had not stolen his wealth, 
but the possession of so much ready money 
turned his addled brain and he spent most 
of it on a minstrel company of which he 
was the ever losing ‘‘angel.” Later he 
was employed: as ticket taker for the same 
aggregation. 

This sort of prodigality is not necessarily 
the same as that which attends the uneasy 
mind that dodges the shadows that ever filt 
around and about the pilfered increment. 

* 
Cumulative Wrath Banks High. 

It never seems to make any difference 
whether an easy money grafter’s essential 
expenses are $10 a day or $200 a day, he is al- 
ways just able to live up to them—with the 
cumulative wrath banking up to overwnelm 
him atan unguarded moment. 

Those who hunt criminals appreciate the 
fact that stool pigeons are numerous—and 
necessary. Some old “pal,’’ some good 
friend, or former confidential employé will 
** snitch.” 
by a crook’s misdeeds and dishonestly won 
dollars are the first also to inform against 
hirn. 

The petty grafter usually figures that the 
big interests of the country got “ theirs " In 
the same way-—only on a larger scale. He 
sees only the gay sides of their existence and 
knowing nothing of the perpetual prices they 
pay he blunders along in his false security. 

The person who complains of a small stip- 
end and the unending necessity of “close 
figuring " should bear in mind that he is not 
lying awake nights expecting a loud kno®k 
at the door and the chilling command to 
“ open in the name of the law.” He isn’t fear- 
ful lest a hand be laid on his shoulder as he 
dines in a gaudy café and a warrant be read 
to him.

Dishonest Game **Gets"’ Dealer. 

Resides nobody is “ hunting ” the little fel- 
low. There is no aggrieved stranger who is 
apt to come out of the dark and demand a set- 


Those who are the first to profit 
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tlement. One may not wear broadcloth and 
one may seldom occupy a box at the theater, 
but also one does not liquidate the price. 

If a “‘ game” is so inherently wrong that it 
“gets "’ those who do the dealing, it must 
certainly be a drug on those who patronize 
it. The belief of ‘‘ something for nothing ” 
‘se the rock that wrecks them all. The crook 
is looking for easy money and his victims are 
pursuing the same hollow sound. ' 

Viewed in the light of a single year’s earn- 
ings, 5 per cent scarcely looks worth while. 
And yet in thirty years’ time $100 at 5 per 
cent compound interest amounts to more 
than $430. A single yecr’s interest on the 
original investment, then, foots up to more 
than 20 per cent interest. The growth is 
rapié—and some of the greatest fortunes on 
earth have been piled up in this simple way— 
or “compound’’ way. 

The $25,000900,000 owed by the nations of 
Europe is owned by about twelve families— 
closely related. Others pursued the get rich 
quick phantom, but these people compounded 
interest.and largely dictate whether a coun- 
try is free to go to war or pot. 

The saving habit does something besides 
earn money. It stimulates a desire to pros- 
per legitimately. It keeps the worker jean in 
the security of his content. He dreams in 
small sums. He is judicious. He fosters 
what he possesses, and by that token is a 
good cititzen. He may not contribute his 
name to the Hall of Fame, but he doesn’t pile 
up expenses on taxpayers because of costly 
prosecution for misdeeds. ‘

Toll of **Easy Money.” 

More than that, there is plenty of room 
for the “ square “ folk who keep on working 
and making the best out of their own possj-

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bilities. Great achievements always call for 
a heavy price. and when one attempts the 
short cut via the easy money route, the 
toll is compounding the way interest does. 
Only—the toll of easy money is much more 
than five per cent on the nerves. brain. and 
‘organs.

the Lives of the Coal Miners. 


By FRANK C. CARPENTER. 


HIS letter is devoted to the men who 
work below ground. It deals with 
one of the most important movements 
of Uncle Sam, patriarch It shows 
what is being done to save the lives 
of the coal miners; to insure them from 
explosions, from the caving in of the roofs 
and walls of the mines, and from the terrible 
unGerground fires that, in blazing sheets, 
run from tunnel totunnel. It relates to the 
bureau of mines, which, although established 
by congress only last year, has already saved 
many lives. 
‘tOid King Coak is a crue! old soul, 
And ia cruel old soulis he.”’ 

Indeed, there is no more terrible monarch! 
He has 700,000 slaves, who are compelled to 
Geive in the darkness, and during the last 
twenty years he has sacrificed upon his sub- 
terranean altars the lives of more than 80,000 
men. He kille¢c, more than 3,000 in 1907, and 
he is now murdering upward of 2.400 a year. 
Director Holmes of the bureau of mines 
estimates that from 8,000 to 10,000 are wound- 
ed or killed by mine accidents every year, 
and that this continues year in and year out, 

The worst of it is that our death rate and 
accident rate are far in excess of those of 
the coal regions of Europe, where the 
mines are much deeper and the workings 
far more dangerous. In Belgium, which ig 
noted for its deep mines, the average death 
rate per thousand from 1901 to 1906 was only 
a little more than one, whereas we lost more 
than three miners out of each thousand. em- 
ployed during every one of those years. 

The bureau of mines is a branch of the in- 
teriordepartment. Itoccuplesa new building 
back of the patent office here at Washing- 
ton. but its chief experiment stations are 
scattered throughout the mining regions. 
The most important of these is at Pitts- 
burgh, where there are all sorts of arrange- 
ments for testing explosives and studying 
the rescue work, both above and below 
ground. One of the most interesting pieces 
of apparatus there is a great steel cylinder 
100 feet long and so thick that a man with- 
out stooping can stand upright within it. 
This is to represent a mine tunnel. 

At one end of the cylinder is a cannon Im- 
bedded: in concrete, which closes the mouth 
of the cylinder, and at the other end is a 
paper diaphragm which holds in the gas, fire 
damp, or dust which may be forced into it. 
When the cylinder is filled with natural gas 
it hes practically the same conditions as if 
it were full of fire damp. The natural gas 
explodes the same way. and by watching the 
explosions the effect of the various mediums 
can be seen. In the top of the cylinder, at 
cix feet apart. are manholes with lids which 
fix: open at each explosion to let the smoke 
and gas out. 

#: * 
Coal Dust Explosions. 

Different kinds of powcers are tested, the 
purposé being to find which explosives may 
be safely used in the mining of different coais. 
The result is that we already know that 
many of the explosives in common use are 
rot safe, and that the miner who lights a fuse 
attached to them takes his life in his hands 
when he does s0. 

One of the most interesting results of these 
tests has been to show that coal dust alone 
‘e even more deadly than fire damp or dust 
mixed with fire damp. In the past both 
miners and mine operators have believed 
that the Gust would not ignite unless from 
a fire damp explosion and that dustina mine 
free from gas could not explode. 

To test this a lot of dust was put in the 
cteel tube, which was then free from gas. 
The cannon was loaded with black powder 
tamped with clay and discharged. The re- 
cult was a terrible explosion, which threw 
open the manholes and sent great volumes 
of smoke and flames into the air. 

Indeed. the danger from this source {s 80 
ereat that Director Holmes has issued a cir- 
dutak instructing the miners to keep the 
mines clean of dust, and suggesting that they 
sprinkle the dust with water or cover it with 
rock, clay. or sand. 

Dr. Holmes says that dry coal dust float- 
ing in the air will explode whether there is 
anv inflammable gas present or not, and 
that the finer the dust the greater the ex- 
plosion. Some of the dust in the Pittsburgh 
eylinder was so fine that it passed through 
a sieve with a mesh of 200 openings to an inch. 
This exploded when there was only a small 
proportion of it in the air. 

The bureau of mines advises that the coal 
Aust should be frequently washed from the 
timbers and the mines be kept wet. They 
say that a dry mine is a dangerous mine 
and that the finer the dust the more water 
required. Under no conditions should coal 
Aust be used for tamping the holes filled with 
other explosives. 

* * 
Explosions in Coal Bins. 

Dr. Holmes tells me that many explosions 
of coal dust have occurred in and about coal 
‘bins and that similar explosions have hap- 
pened in coal crushing rooms. 

The bureau of mines has a number of sta- 


tions scattered through the chief mining | 


centers and, in addition, it has recently put 
on six mine rescue cars. These are Pullmans, 
especially equipped to meet every exigency 
of the mine rescue work. Each has its head- 
quarters in the chief city of an extensive 
mining district, and it is kept in such shape 
that it can leave any hour of the day or night 
on telegraphic summons to aid in a mine dis- 
aster. 

Each car is manned by a crew of miners 
trained im rescue work. It is officered by a 
mining engineer as chief and a mine foreman 
or mine superintendent who has been espe- 
cially trained for the purpose as assistant 
chief. It has also a Red Cross surgeon and 
other men. 

These cars are hospitals on wheels and 
schoolrooms on wheels as well. While not 
busy in mine disasters they are taken from 
town to town In the mining districts and the 
mining engineers give lectures to the whole 
body of miners, showing them how to avoid 
danger and giving them advice as to what 
to do in emergencies. 

During my visit to the bureau of mines 
this afiernoon I was shown some of the 
oxygen he!imets and other machinery for 
use in these great mine cisasters. Kach car 
has eight of these helmets, a dozen safety 
lamps, as well as 2.000 feet of telephone wire 
ana a field teiephone. 

The oxygen helmets are so made that they 


can be applied to the face and fed witb 
oxygen from a tank which is carried on the 
back. They are so fitted to the head that 
not a particle of gas or other air outside this 
oxygen supply can get into the lungs, and 
the arrangement is such that a miner so 
equipped can remain, without injury, for two 
hours in a room filled with gas or fire damp. 
In addition to the oxygen tank at the back, 
there is another tank which contains certain 
chemicals through which the air emitted 
from the lungs passes, and is thereby re- 
lieved of its poisonous qualities. 

Another interesting feature ig a telephone 
transmitter inside the helmet, while a re- 
ceiver is attached outside it to the ear of 
the wearer. A wire from this extends to the 
surface, so that the rescue man in the helmet 
while down in the mine is in constant com- 
munication with the men at thesurface. The 
telephone wire is marked. in fifty foot lengths, 
and from the amount of wirt uséd the men 
on top can tell just how far away the men 
below are. |

Lives Saved with Helmets. 
These helmets cost about $200 apiece, but 


they have proved to be invaluable, as was | 


shown at the Cherry mine disaster, where 
the rescuers were able to get twenty men 
out alive after they had been entombed 
seven days. It is true that Joseph Evans lost 
his life while using one at the Pancoast dis- 
aster at Throop, Pa., but that was because 
he did not calculate that a man working 
hard would consume much more oxygen 
than while at rest. 

One end of each of the rescue cars is fitted 
us as a tight room to be usuedin trainingthe 
men in the use of helmets. This room is 
filled with noxious fumes and gases, in which 
the miners wearing these helmets stay for 
two hours. The atmosphere is such that one 
would die without the helmets. Similar air- 
tight rooms have been put up at the various 
stations, and some of these have been made to 
resemble a miniature coal mine after it has 
been wrecked by an explosion. 

Another most interesting apparatus. with 
which these cars are fitted is one which 
pumps oxygen into the lungs of a man, mak- 
ing him breathe whether he be conscious or 
not. Indeed, ft is said it will make even a 
corpse breathe, although it cannot, of course, 
restore life. It forces the oxygen in and 
sucks it out, making a continuous breathing 
very much like nature, 

I was shown this machine by John L. 
Cochrane of the bureau of mines, who al- 
lowed me to test it upon myself. The ap- 
paratus was fitted closely over my face, 
covering my chin and nostrils. Then by 
touching a button the oxygen was turned on 
and I found my lungs pumped fulland sucked 
empty in a natural operation of breathing. 
I was first asked, however, whether my heart 
was all right, although Mr. Cochrane as- 
sured me that there was no great danger, 
even though it were weak, He said that the 
machine should be in every hospital, and 
in every equipment of first-aid-to-the-injured. 
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and especially at seaside resorts where 
Grownings are frequent. 
In place of lifting the arms back and 


forth and trying to pump the air into the

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body the machine does the work better and 
with more regularity. On one occasion four 
men who had been in a mine for twenty-six 
hours after an explosion were left for dead 
by those who discovered them. Later it 
was observed that one of the bodies felt a 
littke warm under thearms. The others were 
as cold as the grave. This machine was 
brought into action, and it soon brought life 
back to the man slightly warm. It was 
then tried upon the other three, with the 
result that all four are alive today.

ien Learn Remedy for Despair. 
By DR. FRANK CRANE. a 


HERE is hardly a day we do not read 
in the daily news an account of some 
poor wretch taking his own life, or 
seeking to take it. 

The curious thing about this ts that 
it strikes a responsive note in many more 
breasts than we suppose 

For, while there are comparatively few 
who commit suicide, there are for every one 
of us, I dare say, many and many times 
when that feeling, more or less. intense, 
comes over us; when, if we do not say out 
and out, “I want to die,’ we at least feel 
the dumb longing for annihilation. We may 
not want precisely to die, but at those black 
moments we wish heartily we never had been 
born. | 

There is much more despair in the world 
than we like to confess. There's many a 
‘mute, inglorious”’’ Hamlet who balanees 
the arguments whether ‘“‘to be or not to be— 
whether to bear the ills we have, or fly to 
others that we know not of.” 

It seems to me. therefore, it might not be 
amiss to say a word to them who often find 
life’s cup sickening. 

That army of the discouraged! It makes 
one ambitious to bave handfuls of hope to 
ecatter among them! to be rich, not in money, 
but in cheer, to treat them all; to be skilled, 
not in physic, but In heart tonics of love and 
light, that could purge the bosoms stuffed 
with clouds and chill vapors. 

It may help all this army to remember 
that, in this universe of ours. the fixed prin- 
ciple, the inexhaustible, everflowing fountain 
of force, is Joy: while sorrow of all kinds ts 
an accident, or at least an Incident. 

“Weeping may endure for the night, but 
Soy cometh in the morning,.’”’ said a wise 
man Note that the weeping may endure, 
but that joy surely cometh. The first is ad- 
ventitious; the second is in the nature of 
things. 

Despair is the breath of death. Whoever 
feels its salt, leprous taste in the heart 
knows the essence and fle~or of death. The 
wife in the first white moment of paralyzed 
horror when she learns that she hae 
been betrayed; the husband in the dizzy 
realization, of his dishonoring; the parent in 
the clutch of awful disgrace that a child has 
wrought; the man of business who awakes 
to the agony of failure and fall; and each one 
of us in that bitter moment when the cup 
is dashed to the ground just when his hand 
was about to grasp it; we all need then some 
steadying, upholding thing. 

It is in these bare, ultimate crises of life 
that we feel the want of great principles, of 
profound, unshakable convictions, which no 
event can possibly disturb. Only such prin- 
ciples constitute the real remedy against 
despair. 

Any person's boat of plans and hopes is 
liable to be wrecked. Wesail uncertain seas, 
for the most part uncharted. Today; tomor- 
row, we may strike a reef. 

The first thing any human being should 
attend to, therefore, is to settle upon some 
sort of intelligent adjustment of his life with 
the universe. You may ¢all it a philosophy, 
or you may callitareligion. But whatever 
you name it, you want the thing itself.

Fifth: The joys of sensuality, on the other 
hand, the gratification of my bodily appe- 
tites, the tickling of pride by the praise of 
others, the gaining of fame or of money or 
of success of any kind—all these are fragile, 
breakable, tempcrary, slippery, and my only 
sensible attitude toward them is that of one 
playing a game af chance; if I win—good!

Indifference the Best Attitude. 

Sixth: My trueattitude, therefore, to these 
things men pin their hopes on must be—indif- 
ference. There you have my remedy against 
despair—indifference toward the fragile ele- 
ments of life. If you break a vase you do not 
weep—you knew it was breakable. This ex- 
plains the wisdom of the old Greek who, 
when told that his son was dead, replied: “I 
knew he was mortal.” 

By this indifference I do not mean coldness 
of heart, nor laziness. nor aversion to the 
world and its zoed things) But I mean that 
underneath all the pleasure I get from any 
good thing that possibly I mav love is a re- 
serve supply of indifference. 

Now those joys I mentioned in paragrapn 
four are not capable of being lost Hence lI 
am not indifferent to therm. 

This attitude of soul, I take it. is the gist 
of every religion and of every philosophy. 
It is what the monk strives for when he 
retreats to his cell. what the heathen means 
when he lacerates himself, what the agnostic 
is driving at when he says of many mysteries, 
“I don't know," and what the religionist 
means when he says he believes in heaven. 

Do not misunderstand me. Ponder deeply 
upon this.

trank W. t.ewis, in his work on state in- 
Siirance, says that “ the subject of accident 
insurance seems to call for a full considera- 
tion of the question of employers’ liability.” 
About seventy years ago. Within a period of 
five or six years, there were three events in 
the domain of jurisprudence of signa! im- 
portance to the industrial world; viewed re- 
trospectively with reference to their bear- 
ing upon the welfare of men, they have a 
distinct dramatic interest. 

So + 
Prussian Law a Marvel. 

In the year 1837 the decision was rendered 
in the celebrated Priestly case. (Priestly vs. 
Fowler, 3 Mees. & W.1.) In 1838 Prussiaen- — 
acted a memorable law relating to the re- 
sponsibility for accidents on railroads; and 
in 1842 the Farwell case (Farwell vs. B. & 
W. R. R. 4 Met. 49) was decided in Massa- 
chusetts. 

The Prussian law. afterwards incorporated 
in the imperial code of 1871, apprehending 
with rare prescience something of the new 
questions which were to arise in the in- 
dustrial world, may be deemed to have pre- 
figured the present insurance code of Ger- 
many, the most striking social legislation of 
the century; the two legal decisions opened 
a Pandora’s box of woes of appalling mag- 
nitude. There were thus marked out two 
distinctly divergent conceptions of the ob- 
ligation of the state toward workmen. 

If a general on the battlefield commits a 
great strategica! blunder which costs thou- 
sands of lives we are thrilled with horror, 
but a judge may so misapprehend a critical 
situation as to desolate innumerable homes 
for generations and we'dumbly acquiesce as 
if viewing a visitation from heaven. That 
such a résult was produced by these de- 
cisions will be the enlightened judgment of 
mankind. They inflicted unjust and grievous 
burdens upon two generations of English 
speaking workmen; they have devasted the 
homes of thousands; they aggravated beyond 
estimate the friction between employer and 
employed. 

Thus was firmly established the common 
employment of fellow servant doctrine, the 
Principle that the workman by his contract 
of service assumes all risks by the employ- 
ment, including the risks that may come 
through the act or neglect of his fellow 
servants. 

The New York state employers’ liability 
commission in its first report arrived at the 
following conclusions: The workman in- 
jured while serving bis employer. through no 
fault of his own, reasons instinctively that 
he should get some compensation. If his 
employer does not offer to help him or does 
not make what he considers a fair offer, he 
is glad to listen to the hopes held out to him 
by the contingent fee lawyer.

From the Employer's Side. 


The employer, on the other hand, instinct- 
ively reasons that he ought not to have to 
pay for an injury to another man which did 
not result from his fault. He may through 
_ generosity or sympathy offer to give the in- 
jured workman something to help him out. 
but if an outside party appears for theinjured 
man, or if the employer is threatened with 
suit. that puts an end to his feelings of gen- 
erosity and sympathy. He resents the claim 


Useful Derrick 


E had spent the day at Alkamar, in 
Hiolland, watching the sights at the 
weekly cheese market in its quaint 
old city square, and on the way 
home, steaming slowly through the 

eanal that leads to Amsterdam, I got the 
idea I'm going to teil you about today. 

Alkmaar is one of the cheese centers of 
Holland, and here takes place once a week 
one of the most Interesting bargaining sights 
in the world. 

On the day of our visit the city square, 
about two acres in extent and cobbie paved. 
was filled with piles of cheeses, ail a bright 
Orange color and in fact looking just like 
piles of oranges. only abouftwice the size of 
that fruit. Nearby stood the Dutch owners 
walking about among the heaps Buyers 
would come up, test the cheese with a smal 
instrument which sampies clear to tha 
“ core,”’ and if one made an offer they would 
strike hands, but not clasp. Then more 
talk and another striking of hands, until the 
owner was suited with the offer, and then 
he’d clasp and the pile of cheeses was covered 
as * sold.”’ : 

Then two men in snow white suite and 
yellow hats, with a great tray siung on straps 
from their shoulders, agRemred; and these, 
loading the pile on the “ Sy.” slung the load 
on their shoulders ang «way they went tc 
the government weighing house—a building 
hundrece of years old, at the far end of the

From the weighing house the cheeses were 
loaded on to boats drawn up in the canal run- 
ning along one side of the square, and once 
loaded, the boats were poled off to the big- 
ger shipping centers for ioreign markets or 
home consumption. Taking a steamer 
through the cana! to ride back to Amster- 
dam we saw later how the Dutch do their 
unloading from the canal boats, and how they 
lift the heavy weights on and off thelr craft 
without the assistance of steam. 

Thig was done by means of derricks of a 
type exactly like I have shown here in the 
drawings. and you boys can make up this 
type of derrick any size you want, either 
emall enough to require only a cracker box 
as a base with a broomstrck for the center 
pole support. or making ths pole of four-by- 
four, and using the broomsticks for the spokes 
of the windlass wheel.

From that time on the injured workman and 
his employer are enemies. A peculiar bitter- 
ness seems to enter into these contests, as 
both parties are convinced of the injustice 
of the iaw and the prejudice of court and 
tury: 

Where an employer gets rid of all this 
annoyance and risk by taking out a liability 
insurance policy, the situation is by no means 
improved. An injured workman who has 
been referred by his employer to the claim 
arent of a large insurance company, with 
whom he must deal on strictly a legal and 
business basis. comes out of that experience 
with no kindly feeling toward his employer. 
This commission furthe} concluded that the 
present law, with its uncertain and uneven 
chances, promotes distrust’ and ill will be- 
tween employer and employé to a serious 
extent, and that the present system leaves 
the injured workman to stand the greater 
part of the industrial accident loss, and be- 
cause his income is not equal to it, he and 
his depend«nts undergo extreme poverty and 
often become a burden upon public and pri- 
vate charity; on the other hand, because of 
the uncertain and arbitrary chances of re- 
cover:. the state is put to the cost of much 
fruitless litigation, and employers pay out 
enormous sums to protect themselves against 
liability on account of industrial accidents, 
from all of which the victims of those acci- 
dents reap little benefit: finally, that the 
System is slow in operation. is an encourage- 
ment to corrupt practices on beth sides. and 
is @ great source of antagonism between em- 
Ployers and employés.

Question of Fraternal Insurance 
QUESTION NO. 2: Would insuring one's em- 


' ployés in a fraterna! organization be safe? 


The writer will jet tne fraternal companies 
answer this question themselves. The fol- 
lowing is a direct quotation from the puDd- 
lished official report of the head conse! of one 
of the largest assessment societies in the 
world. 

“ Statistics show that all fraternal benefit 
societies with our present plan increase in 
cost with each added vear of age. Ths 
younger and consequently cheaper societies 
get new members and the older societies are 
left to die. 

“The time will soon come when there will 
be many younger societies Who will fur- 
nish insurance cheaper. than pur order. A 
merchant cannot sell calico at 10 cents a yard 
when his neichbor is selling it at 5 cents."’ 

The fraternal congress held at Port Huron, 
Mich., in 1897. published the following: 

” We all know as a general proposition it 
is the good risk that lapses and the poor one 
that remains. We know thatthe tendency to 
lapse is greater among the young men than 
among the old.”’ 

The Grand lodge of a certain large fra- 
ternal organization published the following 
from its proceedings: 

“The effect of this excessive lapsation o* 
the younger aged members in the fraternal 
society is a constantly increasing number of 
remaining members in the higher ages, in 
proportion to entrants, whichin time results 
in abnormally high costs. The most natural! 
reason to be found for this excessive lapsa- 
tion in the younger aged members is that they 
find that they are paying proportionately 
more for their protection than the older mem- 
bers and quit, therefore, and leave the older 
members to pay for their protection alone 
with the cost incident to the age of the older 
members.”’

Older Societies’ History Overlooked. 

These societies have tried to prevent this 
gradua! decline by assessmentism, or the 
accumulation of a surplus or emergency 
fund—a tiny reserve—and the collection of a 
‘stipulated premium,”’’ subject to cal! or in- 
crease in case of need; they also insert a 
“Safety clause,’’ allowing them to cal! for 
more if the “ stipulated premium’ is tn- 
sufficient. This sometimes causes the im- 
mediate lapse of the younger and better 
risks. the older ones are bound to hold on, 
willy nilly—it is their only chance for pro- 
tection.

societies have overlooked the past history 
of the older English Friendly societies. Their 
reserve funds are usually inadequate; con- 
sequently benefits must be paid by extra as-

An increasing cost. a decreasing member- 
ship. and the fraternal organizations must 
have new members to live. New blood is 
necessary to the perpetuation of a large 
and properly managed old line legal reserve 
company. This has been demonstrated by 
one company which for a period of over 
twenty years made no active canvass for 
new business and practically placed no new 
business on its books during that time, but 
it was able from the premiums received on 
the business already in force and the interest 
earned upon its assets to maintain the full 
legal reserve under its contracts—to pay 
promptly and in full every maturing endow- 
ment. death. or other claim—and still to nold 
at the end of this period (over twenty years)

Relief Plan of **U. S. Steel.” 

QUESTION NO. 38: Has the United States 
Stee] corporation a relief plan? If so, will you 
kindly describe same? 

[The above corporation in the latter part of 
April. 1910, provided an accident relief system 
Which is a purely voluntary provision by the 
company for the benefit of injured employés 
and the families of employés killed in the 
eervice. ‘The company particularly states 
that the plan conStitutes no contract and 
confers noright of action. The entireamount 
of money required to carry out the plan is 
proviced for with no contributions whatso- 
ever from the employés. The plan was to 
continue in operation for one year from May 
1, 1910, and if it met with success it was boped 
by the corporation that some similar plan 
would be put in operation for succeeding 
years. 

The privileges of this relief plan take effect 
as s00n as an employé enters service, con- 
tinue as long as. plan is in operation and 
employé is in the service of the company, and 
terminate on his leaving. 

It provides temporary disablement benefits, 
after the first ten days, and for not longer 
than fifty-two weeks thereafter, for all em- 
ployés who have been five years or less in 
the service, as follows: 

Single men, 35 per cent of daily wage at the 
time of accident and not over $1.W’a day.

Extra Provision for Married Men. 

Married men living with their famuiies, in 
service five years or less, 3) per cent of daily 
wage at time of accident; in no case to exceed 
$2 per day. For each child under 16, 5 per 
cent is added, and each year of service after 
five years/adds an additional 2 per cent to the 
benefit. This additional 2 per cent for years 
of service after five years is also added tothe 
single men’s benefit. 

Permanent disablement, such as loss of 
arm, leg, or eye, etc., are provided for, but no 
amount is stated, but the corporation will as 
far ‘as possible, considering the circum- 
stances, make such benefits correspond with 
the following amounts: 

Loss of hand, twelve months’ wages. 

Loss of arm, eighteen months’ wages. 

Loss of foot, nine months’ wages. 

Loses of leg, twelve months’ wages. 

Loss of one eye, six months’ wages. 

In the event of death caused by accident or 
sunstroke or heat exhaustion while on duty 
or while voluntarily protecting the company’s 
property or interests while on or off duty, 
the company will pay the funeral expenses, 
not to exceed $100, and to married men's 
families in service five or less years, eighteen 
months wages; 10 per cent is added to this 
benefit for each child under 16 and 3 per cent 
is added for each year of service over five 
years, but in no case can this death benefit 
exceed $3,000. 

No relief of any kind is paid if sult is 
brought against the company, and in no case 
will the company deal with any one but the 
injured employé or some member of his fam- 
ily, and all employés who accept and receive 
any relief are required to sign a release to 
the company.

OT all bosses are of the stern stuff that 

cap drive and goad, but those of the 

soft quality who will lean back and 

thoughtfully pull their mustaches 

when Pretty General Help has the 
headache, or toothache, or other kindred 
and convenient aches which office help is 
heir to, often find surplus food for thought. 
That is, they don't like to see or feel that 
they are worked.

HE girl with an ‘‘ easy ”’ position is the 
bane of a busy office building, especial- 
ly if her acquaintance is extensie. Her 
own work, as a rule, is accomplilshed 
before 10 o'clock and the two hours 

before luncheon are utilized for making visits 
to neighboring offices and interrupting work- 
ers Who are anxiou: te finish a certain amount 
of correspondence or other commercial duties 
before noon. 

The professional! office visitor is usually 
armed with candy as a meatis of decoy to 
arrest the attention of a busy girl andif the 
temptation proves too great for the unwary 
and the fatal sweetmeat is accepted she Is to 
a certain degree thereafter obliged to be 
reasonably sociable. 

In many large offices consumption of any- 
thing thicker than water is strictly forbid- 
den, and frequently the easy position girl 
brings havoc in her wake if a manager hap- 
pens to detect one of her victims in the act of 
munching a luscious chocolate or the more 
difficult feat of masticating an unwieldly 
bit of taffy, but the instigator is not in the 
least concerned over the reprimands she has 
created and the minute her work is done the 
next day she is seized with a burning desire 
to ‘‘run in” and ascertain what the rest of 
the busy building is doing and interrupting 
a worker is the least of her troubles. 

‘The office visitor is the worst type of a 
worker I know,” said a businessman. “ Our 
girls are usually too busy to think of intrud- 
ing themselves in other offices, but if they do 
happen to have a few minuts leisure they 
read, clean the type of their machines, or 
put their desks in order. A girl with an easy 
job next door is a bore. 


‘**A manager does not feel that he is quite 
gentlemanly to tell her to stay in her own 
office when she comes in and usually she 
affects an undue familiarity with him which 
detracts from his dignity and renders her 
absolutely obnoxious. 

“Occasionally we get a new girl who falls 
an easy prey to the wiles of the idle girl 
next door, and before long we note the dis- 
appearance of our new addition for half an 
hour at atime. Upon investigation we lo- 
cate her in the next office completely lost in 
the comparison of hats, beaux and bosses. 
When rebuked for the time wasted she either 
gets mad and leaves or sees the folly of her 
ways and promises to reform. 

‘*We can usually manage our own force 
regarding the ‘ visiting’ laws, but the girl 
with the soft snap on the same floor is not so 
easily subdued. If you try -to phase her by 
glaring icily in her direction and cutting in 
on her conversation with one of our employés 
she. brazenly takes up the thread of her nar-

that vou are a‘ bear’ or a‘ grouch.’ 

‘* About the only effective way to eradicate 
the. visiting nuisance is to take her employer 
into your confidence and urge that he increase 


her duties or suggest a cut in her visiting 
list. You might request-her. as a personal 
favor, to keép out of your office, bythe 


minute you are gone (and by some uncanny 
method she always knows) on the 
scene and your employés are distracted from 
their duty. The neighboring office loafer is 
the most annoying element in a busy office.”’

Money from the “Odds andEnds.” 


HERE are quite a number of women 

who are making money out of what 

we might call odds and ends—things 

that would otherwise go to waste. One 

bright woman noticed that her market 
gardener always had some vegetables and 
fruit left over each day; some days there 
would not be much, other days there would be 
quite a surplus. 

She bargained with him for this surplus at 
a sinall price, in fact most of it would have 
been thrown away, so she got it for almost 
nothing. She made the ripe tomatoes up into 
catsups; she both dried and pickled the green 
beans: dried and canned the sweet corn; put 
the cucumbers down in pickle; canned the 
fruit or made it into preserves and butters. 
She pickled the young beets and canned them. 

In the fall she bought up the green toma- 
toes and made 7vzgious pickles out of them. 
She sold all these’ things by order and soon 
there was a greater demand than she could 
supply, for she had skill im canning and 
pickling. Then one day she observed that 
her groceryman was throwing@away veg- 
etables and fruits that only lacked their first 
freshness, so she made arrangements with 
him whereby she should preserve and pickle 
all his surplus, and as her trade increased 
ehe added other grocers in town to her list. 

She has found that canning by the fireiess 
method is a great labor saver. She bought 
a small fireless cooker for a few dollars. 
By canning in this way the houseis kept cool, 
fuel is saved, and she is free from the fear 
of water boiling away. 
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ness practically made up of odds and ends. 


Clean and prepare the vegetables as for 
all canning. Dip the jars in boiling water, 
fill with vegetables, pour In cold water until 
it overflows the jar, dip the caps in boiling 
water, place on jars, but do not seal tightly 


—allow for expansion. Put a perforated rest 


in the bottom of the largest kettle of the 
cooker, place the prepared jars on the rest, 
fill the kettle with cold water up to the 
necks of thé jars. Place the cover on the 
kettle, put on the stove, and boil fifteen min- 
utes. Place at once into the fireless cooker 
and cover tightly with the heat retaining 
covers. Let the cans containing the jars 
remain in the cooker from two and e half to 
three hours: then remove and tighten the 
covers of the jars. 

In canning beets select those of uniform 
size and leave in cooker three and one-half 
hours. Caultflower should be separated into 
its flowerets and well washed to free from 
insects. Leave tn cooker three hours. As- 
paragus, peas, and young string beans do 
not need to be left in as long as harder veg- 
etables. Fruits should be canned in the same 
way. After the jars are packed with berries 
or other fruit fill them with a sirup made of 
two parts of sugar and one part water, Soft 
berries should be taken from the cooker in 
three-quarters of an hour. Apples and pears 
should be left an hour. Pineapple would take 
two and one-half hours.

_ polid and tough and strong the building ma- 
. terial is the more quickly and loudly tt con- 
veys sound, and its conductivity can best be 
tested by strokes with a piece of metal. The 
higher the tone. the greater the conductivity. 
The professor has mace many experiments 
with partition walls. He has found that 
those of tile and cement transmit sound 
most and those of solid clay least. Between 
the two comes the wall of ordinary brick, 
and the more the brick is burned the more 
noise it transmits. A quickly hardening lime 
mortar is to be preferred to a clay mortar. 
One experiment showed that when a floor 
was covered with sand and cork mats spread 
over it hardly any noise penetrated to the 
room below, but that when the cork mats 
were joined together by any material under- 
neath, noises were at once perceptible. To 
the question, how are the sounds of the piano 
or the violin in the neighboring apartments 
to be excluded? Frofessor Nussbaum has re- 
turned the suggestion that the ceilings be 
treated as he successfully treated his tele- 
phone cell—namely, to line them with a layer 
of zinc or lead. 


Although the railroad companies take every 
possible wsrecaution to avoid wrecks, the 
newspapers constantly re- 
It Pays port accidents. Few of us 
Railroads to "e#!ize what a money loss 
a almost every one of these 
Be Cautious. entails. Figures on the 
wreck of the Brewster express on the Harlem 
division of the New York Central and Hudson 
River railroad prove that any expense for 
prevention is economy. 

That wreck occurred near Woodlawn, Feb. 
16, 1907. Without including damages to 
equipment, loss owing to delayed traffic, and 
other things, the damage claims and other 
expenses paid and in process of settlement 
cost the road $1,214,000. Of this $659,000 was 
paid in claims and the balance was for law- 
yers’ fees, fees to agents who settled claims 
out of court, physicians, investigators, and 
experts, and for trial suits. 

The largest amount paid for a single death 
was $75,000, the smallest $5,000. The average 
was $138,824. Eighteen of the twenty-two vic- 
tims were women, eleven of them unmarried, 
which reduced materially the damages the 
company had to pay, though several of the 
single women were breadwinners. 

Among the injured the highest damages 
warded was $32,500 to a young woman 
whose left leg was amputated. This verdict 
has been appealed by the company. Settle- 
meots for injuries have ranged from $1,000 
upward,

‘blades found at Atcapotzalco are so soft they 
can be cut with an ordinary pocket knife. 
On the other hand, Tarascan copper cutting 
implements from the Balses river ruins in 
Guerrero were so hard that they would turn 
the edge of a modern knife. Analysis showed 
that these different blades were of the same 
composition as the copper ores found in the 
respective localities. The soft blades were 
made from comparatively pure copper ores, 
while the hard, apparently tempered blades 
from Guerrero were made from the natural 
ores which existed in the hills, alloyed with 
nickel and cobalt, thus meking the smelted 
metal (or alloy) almost as hard as steel. 
Hence the so-called tempering was due te 
the natural alloy fowoa in the ore, which 
when heated and sherpened gave a hard, cut- 
ting edge. On the other hand, where the ores 
were practically pure copper, the implements 
made from such ores were soft and remain 
so to this day. ‘ 

The latest theory accounting for the pres-

Natural Oij Phenson in a recent issue of

Richards Wages ‘People’sBattle ’; 


Reduces Gas Rate in Boston. 


ONOPOLY need not meke a Man ora 

corporation mean, greedy, and in- 

solent. James L. Richards, president 

of a company having the undivided 

privilege of selling gas in Boston, has 
proved that there is money, aiso tranquillity, 
in treating the public fairly. 

The vig-eyed and paunchy monstrosity who 
represents monopoly in caricature and popu- 
lar fancy would say, even against the visible 
facts, that Mr. “Richards is an enemy. of 
sound business. Nevertheless, Mr. Richards 
has increased his dividends 2 per cent. has 
reduced the price of gas 20 cents. and has 
made his employés—office boys, day laborers, 
and all—partners in the profits of the cor- 


poration. 
Moreover, Boston is satisfied. It ought to 
be, inasmuch as Richards’ policies are sav- 


ing it $800,000 annually. The newspapers, 
ready vehicles of the complaints of their 
readers, watchful for the people’s interests, 
are dumb except when they praise concern- 
ing the gas company. There is peace, per- 
fect peace, in the traditionally contentious 
field of gas illumination. Even the meters 
go unchallenged. 

Now, James L. Richards knew absolutely 
nothing about gas, but he was believed to 
be a remarkable person. He is remarkable 
in that he understands human nature and 
has more than a money grubber’s share of 
common sense. Simple things are best; so 
are simple methods. The Richards plan was 
to get the different companies together and 
then sell gas and keep out of politics.

Richards a **Farmer Boy.”’ 

The son of a Massachusetts farmer, he 
has earned his own living ever since he 
was 12 years of age. He left schoo! about 
that time and found employment in a bank. 
Going to Boston when he was 18, he clerked 
in a tobacco store for a few dollars a week. 
At 19 he was a salesman on the road. “JT 
traveled for several years.” he told me. 
“and learned many things—human char- 
acter among the rest.’’ Three years there- 
after he was taken into the firm. When 
he was 24 he began to manufacture tobacco 
in New York. Later he managed and partly 
owned a large factory in Kentucky. At one 
time, while he was in the tobacco trade, he 
directed the movements and originated the 
policies of 150 salesmen. 

**James R. Duke, president of the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company,” he quietly re- 
marked, ‘‘ said he would hang my hide on the 
fence. The next year our company paid a 60 
per cent dividend to its shareholders. Then 
the trust bought our factory and offered me 
a yearly bonus to stay out of the tobacco 
business.” 

In the meanwhile Mr. Richards retained his 
interest in the Boston house where he had 
begun as a cierk, only selling it a few years 
ago. He had also put some money into 
trolley lines and into street railroads at Lex- 
ington, Newton, Middlesex, and other places. 
All told, he is interested in 140 miles of track. 

Undoubtedly the snarled and sorely trou- 
bled gas magnates were attracted to Mr 
Richards by the wonders he had worked in 
trolley and street car maagement. Their 
property was sick and required immediate 
and competent treatment. Moreover, their 
customers were carrying clubs and talking 
riotousiy. All of the gas companies were 
consolidated on June 15, 1905. Gas was 
then selling at $1 per 1,000 feet. The Massa- 
chusetts Gas companies, & holding organi!- 
gation, was capitalized for $25,000,000 of 
preferred stock, $25,000,000 of common stock, 
and about $8,000,000 of bonds. Both kinds 
of stock now pay 4 per cent annually. 

The legislature of Massachusetts had 
passed a law reducing the price of gas from 
$1 to 90 cents, effective on July 1, 1906. Mr 
Richards, however, cut the price to 95 cents 
on July 1, 1605—he had been president of the 
company fifteen days—and to 90 cents on Jan. 
1, 1906. He beat the law to the reduction six 
months in one instanee and a year in the 
othér. And now the rate is 80 cents in Bos- 
ton.

** Missionaries ** Sent to Customers. 

Surely there had been a revolution in meth- 
ods. Here was a gas company violating all 
the canons of monopoly by refusing to take 
every penny from the public that was possi- 
ble. But strange performances were to con- 
tinue. Mr. Richards actually advertised in 
the newspapers for complaints. ‘I told our 
customers in big type,’’ he said to me, ‘‘ that 
we wantéd to please them, and that we were 
in business to sel] gas and for no other pur- 
pose. I invited persons with complaints to 
call on me and promised them that written 
communications would recelve immediate 
attention by myself or one of our executive 
officers. 

“ Following the advertisement,” Mr. Rich- 
ards continued, “‘ we sent forty agents over 
the city to talk with men and women who 
were burning gas. We called them our mis- 
sionaries. They were instructed to examine 
meters and see if they were accurate, to tn- 
spect connections, to regulate burners, and 
to give such instructions as were necessary 
for the efficiem and economical use of gas. 
If any customer wanted a gas range, stove, 
or drop light, the ‘miseionary’ took his 
order, but that was only an incident of his | 
visit. 

“Then we gave notice that we should lay 
service pipes from street mains to houses, 
the ordinary fee for which had been about 
$10, and would make the connections to gas 
stoves which had cost $3 free of charge. In 
all, counting mM the reductions we conceded in 
the price of gaa, the people of Boston ané 
Brookline were saved $265,000 the first year. 

“ The company really meeded the revenues 
it surrendered, but it aleo needed more cus- 
tomers and a larger use of gas by those it 
eaiready had. In the meantime we had 
planned improvements for the property that 
eventually, we felt, would justify our change 
of policy. The improvements to Oct. 1 last 
year cost $3,376,366. Our saie of gas during 
the last nine years has increased 64 per eent. 

x 
New Tactics Vastly Different. 

“In the old days,” Mr. Richards went on 
to say, “we had lobbyists:to represent us 
before the, legislature—to defeat, if possible, 
measures hurtful to our dusiness, and to help 
such as we thought were beneficial. There 
was no concealment of our purposes and 


were suspicious. They thought we were @oing 
more than appeared on the surface. We 
deemed it advisable to stop transacting 
business in that way. We began gving be- 
fore the committees of the legislature our- 
selves, stating publicly in the presence of 
newspaper reporters what we thought we 
ought to have, and pointing out any pro- 
posed legisistion.that was to our injury or 
disadventage. The change was good and 
the effects were noticeable at once. Wher 
public seryse corporations ere mystextous.

“The law required us to make the burn- 
ers of gas our partners, although we could 
have stuck to 90 cents and 7 per cent tn- 
@efinitely, I guess, in which event our cus- 
tomers would not have profited any under 
the arrangement provided by law. But we 
voluntarily adopted a system of premiums 
by which we made it possible for our em- 
ployés, including office boys at $3 a week, to 
share in the prosperity of the company. The 
dividend rate to stockholders is the premium

in wages or salary. earns $500 a year, the 
amount of his premium would be 9 per cent 
of that sum, or $46. 

“Out of the 800 persons on our pay roll 
last year 700 were profit sharers. We re- 
quire that a man must be in our service 
«welve months before he is eligible to go on 
what we call our honor roll. Besides, he 
must be temperate, energetic, honest, and ca- 
pable, and receive the recommendation of 
his foreman or some one else in authority 
We hold that when an employé becomes 
a partner in the profits of a business 
he becomes interested in the business and 
the economies that are introduced. If he 
saves for the company, he saves for him- 
self. With us, every time the price of gas 
is cut 5 cents 1 per cent is added yearly 
to the premium or dividend of the profit 
sharer.”’ 

‘‘Is the money paid the men in hand?” 

“No; it is invested in the preferred stock 
of the Massachusetts Gas companies, the 
hol@ing corporation, at the current market 
price. In gonsequence, an employé not only 
receives a yearly premium for his services, 
but dividends also on the stock that he owns 

‘During the four years that the profit 
sharing plan has been in operation the sum 
of $166,000 has been paid out in premiums, 
which is an average of $238 to each employé. 
I have told our men that if business con- 
tinues to improve an employé who has served 
the company continuously and capably will 
have a shareholder's interest in five or six 
years equa! to about one-half of his annua! 
earnings. A representative of the profit 
sharers is a member of the board of direc- 
tors. Logically, he ought to be. The same 
policy has been followed in London with 
gratifying results. The Boston Consolidated 
Gas company is as near a copartnership of 
the investor, the employé, and the public 
as it seems possible to attain.”’

Every man own- 
ing an automobile should invite the commis- 
sioners to ride in his car, take them over the 
bad roads, and discuss matters in a practical, 
common sense, heart to heart sort of way.

Take him out after a heavy rain and where 
the road has gravel or stone foundation; 
show him the water standing in the ruts. 
Run the car through the ruts at the rate of 
fifteen or twenty miles an hour and show him 
how the wheels of the auto force or churn 
the stone and gravel out of them on to the 
roadside, making them deeper every timea 
car goes through them. Ask him to get eut 
the big road scraper and scrape down the 
side of the road so the water will run off on 
the side and suggest he fill up the ruts witha 
load of gravel or stone. After new roads are 
built the repairing of them will be one- qf; 
the most important matters to look after. 
The highway commissioners will be inclined 
to neglect them and they must be eGucated. 
There must be a load of stone dumped every 
mile or half a mile so that when holes are 
started they can be filled up promptly. 


Automobile owners are paying a large 
license fee. Every township in Illingis should 
organize, even if there are only three cars 
in it, into a good fellowship good roads as- 
sociation. I believe an organization of this 
kind, calling frequently on the highway com- 
missioners, discussing the question of stone 
and gravel and the work that is being done, 
is an educational, codperative sort of way, 
thus showing them that everybody is inter- 
ested in good roads. 

Get printed matter and books on the subject 
and hand them to the commissioners, and 
keep them thoroughly posted on the matter 
yourself, but by all means use the same 
methods that a man would in business to put 
into effect some new plan. Keep in close 
touch with your commissioners. You will 
find that the money that is now collected for 
good roads in Illinois, if spent from a scien- 
tific management standpoint and your local 
highway commissioners educated through 
your coéperation and have the codperation 
and assistance of everybody in the com- 
munity to the extent that everybody is keep- 
ing in close touch with them and their ex- 
penditures, will give the state the best thor- 
oughfares in the United States in a short 
iime.

This nose is found 
in persons of highly wrought and rather romantic dis- 
positions; it denotes protective and chivalrous quali- 
ties, and the individual is easily irritated by anything 
like encroachment upon the rights of others—par 
ticularly of children and of the simple and weak whe 
cannot well defend themselves. 

When the ridge ig at the end of the nose, giving it 
an upward tendency, then self-defense comes to the 
fore. This nose signifies sensitiveness to self-advance- 
ment, and if not counterbalanced by benevolence, great 
selfishness would reign supreme It is the pushing 
nose-—that of an individual who generally manages to 
be first in everything, who 1s capable of taking care of 
himself and not easily put down.

The Grecian nose has no ridge whatsoever, and is 
perfectly straight. It ind’cates excessive refinement, 
and when it comes direct from the forehead witaout & 
rijge at the top, leaving a depth in the inner corner of 
the eye, the organ of form is always lergely developed, 
revealing architectural tastes and abilities. The Gre 
cian nose typifies a love and appreciation of art. Such 
an individual does not attack, neither does he defend 
his friends or himself, and to a certain extent is rather 
wanting in what ts termed “grit” or strength of char 
acter.

he seldom does anything vulgar or coarse, for the

Characteristics of Perfect Nose. 

Lavater claims that a beautiful nose ig never asso- 
clated with an ugly face. It is possible, he adds, to be 
ugly and yet have beautiful eyes; but a regular nose 
necessarily *sxacts a happy harmony of the other tea- 
tures. Many beautiful eyes are seen for one beautifus 
BOse. 

The perfect nose, according to this physiognomist, 
must unite the following characteristics: Ita length 
must be equal to that of the forehead; it should present 
a slight depression near its root; seen in front, its 
arch should be wide and with its sides almost parallel, 
but its width should -.. a little more noticeable near 
the middle; the point of the nose must neither be sharp 
nor fieshy—the lower contour precisely outlined, neither 
too narrow nor too wide; the flanks of the nose must 
be distinctly seen from before, and the nostrile dell- 
cately shortened below; in profile the lower part of the 
nose should be only one-third of its length: the nos- 
trils should be more or less pointed in front and round- 
ed behind—they must be lightly curved and 4dividea 
equally by the profile of the upper lip; the sides of the 
nose will form a sort of wall; above, it will almost 
foin the orbital roof and at the side of the eye it wilk 
be at least half an inch wide. 

Today many persons of great intelligence and merit 
have noses which do not conform with Lavater’s stand. 
ard. but it is wise to discriminate between the kind of 
merit which distinguishes them. We have all seen men 
of great integrity and generosity who are uncommonly 
judicious, and who yet possess small noses which slope 
in profile though otherwise happily organized. They 
possess estimable qualities, but these are limited to a 
disposition gentie and patient, attentive and docile, 
formed for receiving and relishing delicate sensationa

Altitude “‘Records”’ of Birds. 

Birds can live at an altitude at which 
human life would be in danger. This is 
true not only of the birds which are well 
known for their powers of flight, but also 
sthaller birds, which while on their semi- 
annual migrations move at heights beyond 
the power of human eye to see. Sparrow 
bawks, for example, have been seen at &@ 
height of not less than 10,000 feet. 


Different species of birds come down fn 
different manners. The sparrow hawks 
wheel about in circles as they descend, and 
sometimes come singly or in groups of two 
or three. Ring doves and-wood cocks rush 
down like rockets. ._Doves break their 
descent at some distance from the ground. 
‘The smaller singing birds arrive in great 
numbers, and look almost like dust in the 
sky. Then as they come nearer they wheel 
about in the air with loud cries, then hasten 
to descend.

strongly indicated, and it generally belongs

Pro- 
vided that one uses coffee in berries, as the 
French always do, there is no reason why 
coffee should not have a perfect flavor any- 
where. When making tea all the hot water 
should be pouned on at once to bring out the 
flavor. In the case of coffee one should set 
about it a little differently. Pour a smal] 
quantity of boiling water ort it at first. The 
coffee pot placed .in the oven where it can 
get warm, though not too near the fire, pour 
a small quantity of boiling water at a time 
and allow it to drain thoroughly before add- 
ing enough for the desired quantity of coffee.

How many who try to do their own sew- 
ing get along well on some special piece of 
work until a certain point is reached—when 
they suddenly realize they are not working 
right or else they don’t know how to accom- 
plish what is ahead of them.

As apparently simple things as hemming 
er facing the bottom of a dress skirt and 
sewing the braid on are sometimes amas- 
ingly botched pieces of work.

A girl at college or boarding school should 
not feel that absence from home gives her 
privileges to do what she would not do at 
home. She should remember that courtesy 
must be shown to all those who are older 
and her superiors, at alltimes.

Her un- 
kind remarks are often repeated and do 
her a world of harm. 

Then, too, there is the etiquette of the class- 
room, which cannot be too closely observed 
by the well bred gir! student.

Fr ently a girl will 
walk into another girl's room and take sev- 
eral articles of wearing apparel, or any lit- 
tle personal belonging that she fancies, 
without asking the permission of the owner. 
Then, too, some girls have the habit of bor- 
rowing money—and forgetting to return it. 

Other girls allow the girl with a generous 
allowance to pay for all of the amusements, 
spreads, etc ; in fact, they consider it no dis- 
&race to ‘“‘sponge’’ on the girl who is good 
natured enough to pay for their fun, and feel 

no obligation to do nice things for her in re- 
turn. 

Girls should remember that their school 
and college days are meant for the develop- 
ment of characters and manners as well as 
minds. No girl can afford to scorn etiquette, 
which is only, after all, good manners; for 
familiarity with good form breeds grace of 
manner and ease.

“The Mill” wags 
probably; painted in 1641, when the artist's 
powers were at their zenith. The picture 
shows the last rays of the sun lighting up a 
lonely windmill perched on the rampart of a 
ruined bastion, about a wide moat. The lights 
and shadows are wonderful, and the picture 
simple enough in its composition. breathes 
the spirit of mystery which is characteristic 
of Be roa Sa work.

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HAVE been asked to write a series of 

articles, of which this ig the first, on the 

art of self-defense. For me to attempt 

to write as an authority on such a sub- 

ject may seem presumptuous, as I never 

have been more than a keen amateur 

boxer; but, on the other hand, family 
associations render me peculiarly fit to 

put the matter in such a plain, homely manner as 
will appeal to the youth of this country, I mean by 
this the growing man, showing him how useful he can 
make the science of self-defense, ana how necessary 
it is to every one to keep fit and be able to hold his 
own in any situation~in which he may find himself. 
By the art of self-defense I do not merely mean 
the use and handling of the fists, but all forces which 
ean be used scientifically against opposing forces in 
nature, such as swimming when one finds one’s self 
suddenly upset in @ boat, or the control of frightened 
horses, the handling of rifle and gun in self-protection 
against bad beasts, men, or otherwise: the proper 
riding of a horse, even, in a race Might not the 
carrying of an important @ispatch in war time for 
your country depend on your good horsemanship? By 
all this I mean to say that boxing is not the only 
art of self-defense, though in this instance it will be 
the first that I will touch upon, 


*x 
Speech Classed In, Too. 


By self-defense one means the art of protecting 
one’s seif from any danger which may suddenly arise; 
and still, again, before getting down to boxing, I am 
going to refer to speech as one of the greatest of 


+ 


the arts of self-defense. A man of gentle mien, who 
never hurts the feelings of others and disdains to 
even say an uncalled for discourteous word to any 
one, who respects his parents and women, who loves 
children and animals, has already 50 per cent of the 
art of self-defense. A soft answer, we are told, 
turneth away wrath; and how true this is I can myself 
vouch for. 


I have traveled in every part of the world, mixed 
with every race, and by following this one of my 


father’s first rules of self-defense I never have had to 


call up the other half, but walked through riots in a 
drunken mob, with a straight, fearless eye and well 
governed tongue, without harm. 


Are not all great men modest and gentle? Have 
you ever met one of your great soldiers or sailors, or 
any of your great and distinguished visitors who are 
anything else but modest and gentle to a degree? 

Of course not; because a man, to be great—a man, 
to be a fighter—must be a gentleman. “ Cheekiness” 
and insolence are not emblematic of liberty—rather 
the reverse,

Courtesy Wins Popularity. 


Have you never noticed how your heart warms to @ 
man in professional boxing who is a bulldog bruiser, 
yet at all times is well behaved and courteous, Con- 
trast such a man with the ruffian who, glorying in 
his strength, makes it objectionable at every turn, and 
who can’t open his mouth without profanity, regard- 
less even of the presence of women. Such a man, 
even if he be a great fighter and wins all battles, 
never can be a hero; whereas the great big man with 
the strength of a lion and the heart of a child becomes 
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.t once and naturally the popular favorite. And when 
it comes, as it must to us all, to meet the inevitable 
reverse, he still commands nothing but love and reé- 
spect. The quick, scientific use of the hands called 
boxing is, of course, prima facie, the starting point of 
all self-defense, and every boy at an early age should 
accustom himself to both defense and attack. 


* 
Keep Your Opponent Back. 


The great thing in all real rows, as it is in all 
battles, is to act quickly, without a moment's hesita- 
tion, and knock your opponent out at once if possible. 
Never do in two blows what -you can do in one, and 
never let your opponent get more than one go at you. 


I propose in next week's article to give a few ideas 
on how youths may train themselves at home, and 
how, even without the help of an instructor, to learn 
the rudiments of boxing; also how to keep one's self 
fit, which ts always half the battle. A lad who over- 
eats. takes no exercise, and smokes cigarets can seldom 
be very good at boxing, even if he Knows ail the 
artifice of the game, 

‘I cannot say how strongly I feel on some of the 
remarks I made early in this article, and I want it 
to be clear that I am no encourager of brawlers and 
fighting men, but, rather, a preacher of the soft word 
and the iron hand, which are the greatest attributes 
of men who eventually force themselves to the front. 


I am a religious man, and hold my religion first of 
all, and never would pen these articles i¢ I felt they 
could or might do harm. to any one. I shall look 
anxiously for a note of encouragement here and there, 
and IT hope it will come from the opposite camp—those 
against boxing,

First Be a Gentleman, 


In outlining my ideas on the subject of boxing let 
me say that I believe that one must be a gentleman, 
above all, to be successful in the field, I can cite no 
clearer example of this than Packey McFarland, upon 
whom I called-in his training quarter recently. He 
has an intelligent face that denotes mental strength 


as well as physical strength,’ and I believe he is a ~ 


representative type of the best men in the profes- 
sional ring. He was undergoing a rubdown after 
some severe work. There is something slight about 
his figure, and one would scarcely take him for the 
fighting machine he undoubtedly is; I talked with 
him of his coming battle with Wolgast, and he spoke 
intelligently and interestingly of what he expects to 
do, I presume that he will use the right hand upper- 
cut for which he is famous—the blow that put 
“Young” Ahearn out at Albany,

McFarland Has Great Vitality. 


This blow is one of the most effectual. when used 
properly, and I will be anxious to see him make use 
of it in the coming battle. The photos show him in 
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his various poses before the camera. ' They are the 
most recent, and show him in his very best trim. He 
is a little bit heavy. but will work down to 133 ring- 
side on the 15th. He is now at qgbout 138 I-.was 
somewhat surprised at his slight build. but the momeat” 
T shook hands with him I felt his wonderful vitality. 

It is of such men as McFarland that I will endeavor 
to write, as I believe one gets the best out of boxing 
by keeping posted on the new things in the science 
and the men who are in the limelight. 


In the course of time I will explain my father’s 
rules and how they were written, and outline what I 
believe to be the future of boxing after a careful study 
of the actual conditions in America, I shall give my 
very best work to these articles of instruction, and ! 
hope that they will do their share to aid the youth 
who read them, 

Packey McFarland, the idol of Chicago, is one of 
the old school of boxers. His style and methods of 
fighting resemble closely those of such well known 
artists as Jim Corbett, “Kid” McCoy, and Bob Fitz- 


simmons.

McFarland’s Best Blows. 


The old stand back and peck away style, the method 
of fighting which has brought success to many hoxers, 
is Packey’s strongest point. He is a good two handed 
fighter, but his most dangerous blow-is a right upper- 
cut delivered at the break of a clifcCh. Although not 
a lowed by straight rules, McFarland delivers his dan- 
gerous punch by pulling an opponent’s head forward 
and then ripping in the right uppercut. The clever 
lightweight is so proficient tn delivering this wallop 
that the majority of referees fail to caution him. Mc- 
Farland is one of those fighters who can think and 
act at the same time. 

He seldom misses an opportunity to take advantage 
of an opening, and he does it in a manner which !s 
delightful to see. 

He can hit a stinging blow with either hand from 
any position, and it is his pecking away and tantaliz- 
ing style which has resulted in his opponents throw- 
ing their defense to the winds, which has given Packey 
the Opportunity to land. 


*x* * 
His Methods Are Uplifting. 


Though criticised because of his failure to make the 
legitimate lightweight mark—133 pounds ringside— 
Packey has shown that he is a lightweight pure and 
simple. by making 133 pounds at 3 o'clock for Wol- 
,gast. He has refrained from making weight for other 
fighters because they never demanded it. hut he has 
shown that he can make the lightweight limit when 
compelled to do so. 

I believe that this method of fighting does far more 
toward the uplift of the ring taan the careless and 
brutal slamming of the. heavyweights. 

McFarland is formidable becawse he is a mental 
battler, He uses brains, 

He believes in the three fundamental punches o1 
boxing, and says he seldom knows what plan he will 
pursue until he is in the rine. 

He is quick on his feet. He has given much atten- 
tion to limb exercise and training his trunk muscles. 

He has worked hard.

It also means that sometime this summer there will 
take place the most interesting and exciting spec- 
tacle of the kind ever witnessed in any country. 

When the range cattle business was in its prime in 
the far west the rounding up of half wild cattle, 
often numbering as many as 10,000 head, and driving 
them a hundred miles to the nearest railroad, was 
not an uncommon occurrence.

According to 8. N, Leek, who has made a apectal 
study of the conditions surrounding the elk in the 
Jackson Hole country, since 1908 about 75 per cent 
of the young and 10 per cent of the adult elk have 
perished of starvation each winter. Mr. Leek states - 
that he has counted as many as a thousand dead 
elk within a radius of a half mile, and that on sev- 
eral occasions when driving through the country he 
has been forced to turn out of his way because of 
the bodies of dead elk obstructing the roads.

Brave Fight Against Starvation. 

The elk would first eat the range clear of all food, 
then turn to the coarse sticks and bark, and in many 
places they would actually gnaw the bark from fencé 
rails. When all these sources of food, if such it may 
be called, were exhausted, they would gradually be- 
gin to lose their vitality, spirit, and endurance. Then 
reduced by hunger until too weak to follow the herd, . 
they would drop down by some rock or bush, te 
either become a prey to carnivorous animals or die a 
miserable death by starvation. 

The total number of elk killed annually in Wyo- 
ming averages 1,000. The state has for many years 
derived a considerable income from licenses issued to 
nonresident hunters, the cost of such licenses being 
$50, privileging the hunter to kill one elk,-and then 
on payment of an additional $50 a second as a limit. 
Laws were passed providing severe punishment for 
head and tusk hunters, the latter at one time in-, 
vading the game fields and killing great numbers of 
bulls for the tusks alone and in no way utilizing the 
flesh. 

It has been the contention of all ranchmen in the 
Jackson Hole country, however, that what the elk 
needed most was not protection by game wardens, 
but food to keep them from starving. And in. the 
proposed removal of the animals to better feeding 
grounds they see their salvation. 
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lines of troopers and cowboys strung out along the 
course, 

The herders will then gradually close in on the 
elk, as In the case of a cattle roundup, until the ani- 
mals aré started in the~proper direction. Finally at 
a given signal the horsemen composing the roundup 
will begin firing their. reVolvers in the air to frighten 
the elk and to keep the surging, struggling mass in 
motion until the goal is reached. The outriders will 
start at the moment the firing begins, a line of them 
on each side and extending a little in advance of 
the fleeing elk to keep them on the course. Detach- 
ments to serve as rélays will be stationed at intervais 
along the established route, for not only will the 
horses tire, but it is probable that many a bold 
horseman will be thrown in that wild flight, with 
broken bones, if not ioss of life. 


GUINEA PIGS AS 


CURIOUS and most successful experi- 
ment is being made on a number of pri- 
vate lawns in Kent, England, and is 
about to bé tried by a golf club in the 
neighborhood of Greenhithe. The idea 
is the novel one of substituting the 


guinea pig for the mowing machine and. 


weed killer. 
Round the lawn is arranged a low wire barrier, and 
into the inclosure are turned a number of guinea 
pigs; or, better, a passage is made from their hutch 


to the lawn. The animals at once attack all the- 


worst weeds—the plantains first, then the dandelions 
and daisies. These broad leaved plants, which no 
mowing machine will touch, are killed by the per- 
sistent cutting of the guirfea pig teeth. 

When they have finished tne weeds, which afe 
broad leaved and succulent, they proceed to the 
grass. In a short time the lawn looks as if it had

The conditions which have led up to the proposed 
driving of the elk have existed for more than ten 
years, and have been a matter of knowledge to both 
state and national governments during this period. 
Until the bill recently paSsed by congress, however, 
little was done toward relieving their sufferings, and 
such efforts as were made in this direction came 


chiefly from tender hearted ranchmen of the Jackson 


Hole country, who fed to the starving creatures out 
of their private stores such supplies of fodder and 
hay as they could afford.

Little Done for Their Relief. 

The Jackson Hole country covers an area of about 
four hundred square miles, and lies just south of the 
Yellowstone Park. Up to the present time it has 
been the winter range of the largest elk herds on

been cut by the closést machine. No harm is done 
to the grass. 

A visit to one such lawn which had been a mass 
of weeds showed only the finer grasses growing. 
Half of another where the guinea pigs had been trst 
set to work was cut quite evenly and close. For 
playing it was as fast again as it had been under 
the administration of the mowing machine, and not 
a weed was visible. The other half, where the ani- 
mals had just been turned loose, was a mass of dan- 
delion. : 

In this neighborhood it was found that the guinea 
pigs did not suffer at all by being left to the work 
in winter as well as in summer. Indeed they were 
healthier than under the usual treatment of those 
who keep them as pets. An astonishing demand for 
the animals has grown up in the neighborhood, and 
if the American golf clubs, ‘which have gréat diff- 
culties with plantains, take to the new method, the 
guinea pig population is likely to go up in the ratio 
that the natural fertilitv of the animal suggests. 
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the American continent, it being estimated that fully 
50,000 of the animals winter here each year. In the 
summer months they scatter, many of them grazing 
in the Yellowstone Park, but as winter approaches 
they converge toward their old winter quarters. 

Before the advent of the homesteaders, who fenced 
in the land, these winter quarters were ample. The 
elk would feed on the rich grass of the valleys in 
the fall, work up on the sheltered hillsides in the 
winter, and when necessity urged descend to the 
creeks and browse among the young willows and 
other foliage until the spring grass came again. But 
the gradual settlement and fencing in of the coun- 
try made: this more and more impossible each year, 
until finally’ the amount of open range left for the 
elk was insufficient to furnish food for even a tenth 
of those that annually congregated here.

Hunger Makes Them. Desperate.

ate from hunger that they would break down the 
strongest barbed wire fences surrounding a hay 
stack, forcing the settlers during a portion of the 
geason to guard their hay day and night.

Ronald Adair under most unusual 

and inexplicable circumstances. 
The public has already Aearned 
those particulars of the crime which 
came out in thé police investigation: 
but a good deal, was suppressed 
upon that occasion, since the’ case 
for the prosecution was so over- 
whelmingly strong that it was not 
necessary to bring forward all the facts. Only tiow, 
at the end of nearly ten years, am I allowed to sup- 
ply those missing links which make up the whole of 
that remarkable chain. The crime was of interest in 
itself, but that interest was as nothing to 11e com- 


pared to the inconceivable sequel, which afforded me - 


the greatest shock and surprise of any event in my 
adventurous life. Even now, after this long interval, 
I find myself thrilling as I think of it, and feeling 
once more that sudden flood of joy, amazement, and 
incredulity which utterly submerged my mind. Let 
me say to that public, which has shown some inter- 
est in those glimpses which I have occasionally given 
them of the thoughts and actions of a very remark- 
able man, that they are not to blame me if | have not 
shared my knowledge with them, for I should have 
considered it my first duty to have done so had I not 
been barred by a positive prohibition from his own 
lips, which was only withdrawn upon the third of 
last month. 

It can be imagined that my close intimacy with 
Sherlock Holmes had interested me deeply in crime, 
and that after his disappearance I never failed to 
read with care the various problems which came be- 
fore the public. And I even attempted, more than 
ence, for my own private satisfaction, to employ his 
methods in their solution, though with indifferent 
success. There was none, however, which appealed 
to me like this tragedy of Ronald Adair. As I read 
the evidence at the inquest, which led up to a verdict 
of willful murder against some person or persons un- 
known, I realized more clearly than I had ever done 
the loss which the community had sustained by the 
death of Sherlock Holmes. There were points about 
this strange business which would, I was sure, have 
specially appealed to him, and the efforts of the po- 
lice would have been supplemented, or more probably 
anticipated, by the trained observation and the alert 
mind of the first criminal agent in Europe. All day, 
as | drove upon my round, I turned over the case in 
my mind, and found no explanation which appeared 
to me to be adequate. At therrisk of telling a twice 
_told tale, I will recapitulate the facts as they were 
known to the public at the conclusion of the in- 
quest. : 

The Hon. Ronald Adair was the second son of the 
Earl of Maynooth, at that time governor of one of 
the Australian colonies. Adair’s mother had returned 


from Australia to undergo the operation for cataract, _ 


and she, her son Ronald, and her daughter Hilda 
were living together at 427 Park lane. The youth 
moved in the best society—had, so far as was known, 
no enemies, and no particular vices. fle had been 
engaged to Miss Edith Woodley of Carstairs, but the 
engagement had been broken off by mutual consent 
some months before, and there was no sign that it 
had left any very profound feeling behind it. For 
the rest the man’s life moved in a narrow and con- 
ventional circle, for his habits were quiet and his na- 
ture unemotional. Yet it was upon this easy going 
young aristocrat that death came, in most strange 
aud unexpected form, between the hours of 10 and 
11:20 on the night of March 30, 1594. 

Ronald Adair was fond of cards—playing continu- 
ally, but never for such stakes as would hurt him. 
He was a member of the Baldwin, the Cavendish, and 
the Bagatelle card clubs. It was shown that, after 
dinner on the day of his death, he had played a rub- 
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fer of whist at the latter club. ‘HE had also played 


there in the afternoon, The evidence of. those who 
had played with him—Mr, Murray, Sir John’ Hardy, - 


and Col. Moran—showed that the game was.whist, 
and that‘ there was a fairly equal fall of the cards. 
Adair might have lost £5, but not more. His for- 
tune was a considerable one, and such a loss could 
not in any way affect him. He had played nearly 


every day at one club or other, but he was @ cautions / 
player, and ustuafty rose a winner. It came out in 


evidence that, in partnership with Col. Moran, he had 
actually won as much as £420 in a sitting some weeks 
before from Gadfrey Milner and Lord. Balmoral. So 
much for his recent history as it came out at the in- 
quest. : | 

On the evening of the crime he returned from the 
club exactly at 10. His mother and sister were out 
spending the evening with a relation. The servant 
deposed that she heard him enter the front room on 
the second floor, generally used as his sitting room.

Desiring to say good 
night she attempted to enter her son’s room. The 
door was locked on the inside, and no answer could 
be got to their cries and knocking. Help was ob- 
tained and the door forced. The unfortunate young 
man was found lying near the table. His head had

Dread Diseases to Be Checked. 


The time has come to move for the elimination of diphtheria. All of 
the tools are ready, The movement should be launched. For a few years 
the results will be discouraging, but, persisted in, diphtheria in less than a 
quarter of a century can be put where smallpox now is. There will be a 
year or two of apparent increase of the disease; then a material improve- 
ment; then a period of satisfaction with existing conditions, followed by a 
sipping backward, and se on. Finally the disease will come intermit- 
tently, even in large northern cities, und the periods of freedom will 
lengthen. But this is not coming unless the fight for it is made. 

Consumption is decreasing in cities. Practically nothing is being done 
in the country. It is still true that a consumptive passing away usually 
leaves more than one member of his family infected.

Deaths Due to Bad Air. 
The pneumonig situation is not improving. We are in great need of 
help. The mortality from the bad air diseases, taken collectively, shows 


a slight gain, The people are ventilating somewhat better. But men will 
still stay in badly yentilated workshops, offices, hails, cnd cars. We 
have never heard Of strike on a given place because the ventilation was 
bad and the consequent colds, ¢otighs, pneumonia, apd consymption ate 
up al the wages of the men. 

The fresh air movement must be pushed, ard pushed hard. 

We are now satisfied with conditions which cause 10,000 deaths a year 
in Chicago—and in addition there is a great deal of disabling illness which 
does not result in death. Should we stop, can we stop, until the general 
discontent brings competent action? 

Thén there is the outside air begrimed with smoke and hefouled with 
dust. We go oh year by year tolerating it, mildly objecting, but with no 
concert of purpose between the objectors. 


To Increase Human Efficiency. 

There should be no blind men, no men with crooked backs or with stiff 
knees. Under more rational living the average efficiency of the human 
unit should be 4” per. cent higher than it is. Those who are in contact 
with this work know that an estimate of 10 per ¢ent gain in efficiency is 
far too low, but an understatement just now is better than an overstate- 
ment.

A large part of the physical conditions which men and women now 
accept with as much patience as they can will be terminated when men 
are less complacent about it than they now are. 


This is an enormous program, Much of the work of it is now being 
done by health departments. These departments are unevenly developed. 
They have much of the machinery needed to do the work of physical wel- 
fare and health conservation, but they are usually very weak in getting 
public attention. Latent is the great power of the mass who through 
their work are being gradually improved. ‘Lue interests that are being con- 
trolled, while less numerous, are in no senge latent. 


Our plan is to help these departments get to the people. The work 
that is to be done {s so out of proportion to their resources that they 
need all the help which they can get. The community should mass them- 
selves behind them. Whenever a health department ig making an effort 
to leave ,men better than it found them, we are with it, Our services 
are at the disposal of health departments all over the country. 


In addition to the governmental agencies, there are large numbers of 
extra-governmental agencies which are doing health work. There are 
tuberculosis societies, infant welfare societies, visiting nurse associations, 
physicians’ and medical societies, and others too numerous to mention, 
all doing their part of the “day's work.” We are with these in their 
efforts. So, you see, the work is not as overwhelming as it seemed when 
in statements it stood out ‘‘baid.” Their work has always needed 
publicity and agitation to make each unit of energy count. te the full,

The department will gain in human interest by asking the general 
public to ask questions, and then to print those questions and answers. 
Perhaps in no other way does individual and personal point of view find 
expression quite so well. It is, of course, highly desirable that we should 
know just what is concerning, interesting, and perplexing the individuals 
of the community, as well as the organized bodies—and so the column for 
questions and answers. 


But we must always bear in mind that the department: is one of pre- 
ventive medicine, not curative medicine. The developed disease which an 
individual has is a matter to be handled by his regular practitioner. 
Opinions based on partial evidence are guesses at best, and often mislead. 
The only proper way to handle these is by personal service and advice 
from the most capable practitioner available. Any other course would be 
unjust and unwise.

O much ig printed about the stealing of

The gypsy is the least understood of all 
the races which comie to America, the “‘melt- 
ing pot.””

The birth of the prevalent idea thet gypsy 
ie but another name for kidnaper is hard 
to trace, but it undoubtedly comes from 
Spain, where the Rom is regarded as being 
but one step from the Evil] One, and where, 
as a matter of fact, his morals are more lax 
than in this country.

‘Lee was for many years head of the gypsy 
bands in America, and was about 87 years 
old when the statement was made. He had 
traveled the world over and was selected 
as chief in this country by the old queen 
in Roumania- because of his knowledge of the 
gypsies of all lands who foregather in the 
“new land,” America, mainly because the 
treatment they get In this country, while bad 
enough from the American point of view, is 
still good. when compared with what they 
receive in other countries. Here at least they 
are tolerated and permitted to ply their 
trades of horse dealing, fortune telling, and 
lace making with little active interference.

_ Gypsies Not Kidnapers. 
Gypsies do not steal children. They wish 
to live outside the pale of the law, and in 
these days of rapid communication né@ws of 
& “gorgio”’ child in their tents would be 
telephoned or telegraphed within twenty- 
four hours. That would mean a term of 


years shut away from all that makes life 
worth living to a gypsy. 

William A. Pinkerton, the detective, said 
that he had never known of a case where 
gypsies could be held responsible for the 
abduction of a child. * And we have hada 
few cases, too,"’ said he. ‘Old Lee was 
talking to me once about this same thing,’”’ 
said Mr. Pinkerton, “and he complained 
about the attitude of the ‘gorgio' toward 
his people on this point.

ROM soaring grand opera to roaring 
melodrama, from Mary Garden wrig- 
gles to low| comedy giggles, and from 
the flouncing, rustling promenaces of 
society folk to the yelling scampers 
of gallery ‘ kids '’—this is the change that 
has come into the life of Policeman Johr 
Ennis, poet of the Chicago police department 

For fifteen years Mr. Ennis, who, besides 
being a poet, is a musician, philosopher, 
student. and dreamer, wae on guard at the 
temple of grand opera, the Auditorium the- 
ater. Now he travels beat from the Twenty- 
second street station, and has for his main 
field of activity a State street “ ten-twenty- 
thirty ’’ house which deals in melodrama for 
the ‘‘ masses.”’ 

“Poor John Ennis,” sighed his friends 
when they heard he was to be taken away 
from the lobby of the Auditorium and ban- 
ished to a route of the hard pavements. 

“Too bad, too bad.” they further com- 
mented when they heard that hie beat ‘ay 
past the Alhambra theater. “ What a fall 
it will be for him.” 

They were mistaken. It was not a “ fail,” 
for the policeman-poet, unless “ windfall” 
be permitted as a punin the situation. Ennis 
is happy In his new assignment. Although he 
is a music lover and !s acquainted with the 
scores of most of the operas which have 
been presented at the Auditorium. he is glad 
for the change. Although a student of Irish 
classical drama, he is not joyless in the pres- 
ence of such offerings as ‘The Convict’s 
Daughter’"’ and ‘‘The Cowboy and the 
Thief.’’.. 
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**Opera Cop"* Only Functionary. 
The other evening he was found on duty 
in the vicinity of the theater, where he now 
preserves decorum. Officer Ennis greeted 
the reporter with-an expansive smile which 
did not indicate that he felt morose at being 
no longer within range of the “‘ cab shouters,”’ 
the chugging of limousines, and the patter, 
patter of satin slippers. 

‘It is a relief to be away from all that.” 
said Policeman Ennis. “I say so, in spite 
of the fact that I enjoy opera, study it, and 
understand it as well as the average. Alas, 
it is not with the real music lovers I had to 
deal the most. They were often the gallery 
gods: I was merely a functionary amid a 
display of fuss and feathers, bejeweled pride, 
and flaunting display. Here I find myself 
back among the ‘ real people,’ the backbone 
of the community. Some of them are a little 
inconsiderate and boisterous in their con- 
duct, but they are easily led into the.right 
direction. They do not come to melodrama 
to display themselves. Even the gallery boy 
is a true patron of dramatic art, and he 
spends his hard earned coins to feast his 
soul, as well as to test his whistling power. 

‘* As for the contrast in diversions presented 
in Congress street and in South State street, 
there is much to be said in behalf of the lat- 
ter. If we dissected the plots of most of the 
operas,’ we would find them unfit for consid- 
eration for our wives and daughters. Stripped 
of its melody, grand opera is not an amuse- 
ment institution to be tolerated where Amer- 
ican standards of propriety prevail. It is 
lucky indeed that the words are uttered ina 
foreign tongue and that the sense of the play 
is somewhat incomprehensible to the auditor 
who considers the music to 4 everything.

Having delivered this eulogy of melodrama, 
Policeman Ennis consented to the publica- 
| tion of his latest poem, a bit of emerald 
tinted sentiment, which he composed even 
while the echoes of a Lincoln J. Carter 
* great third act” were still ringing in his 
ears. Few of his “ inconsequential verses,’’ 
as he calls them, have ever been printed, 
although he has had songs published and 
they have achieved favor. Modesty has pre- 
vented him from letting the public know of 
his literary attainments.

But as for breaking into those exclusive or- 
ganizations which are houses in solid mason- 
ry and whose portals are guarded by uni- 
formed seneschals—it’s a case of the collo- 
quial ‘‘ nothing doing.”’ 

The organization that requires a middle 
aged man to rival the biblical records for 
longevity and survive fifty years for a non- 
resident membergehip is the Chicago. club. 
This is the bachelor home of millionaires, 
and its arched doorway at Michigan avenue 
and Van Buren street is perhaps the most 
inaccessible building entrance in the city. 
But the doorway is merely a matter of 
physical obstruction. The magnificent club 
from the social point of view ia “ climber 
proof.” 

For resident memberships, from the pres- 
ent point of view, the opportunities are 
discouraging. A man of wealth may have 
his name “posted” and vouched for by 
friends within the pale, and then he will 
have to draw on his fund of patience for 
perhaps a decade. It is figured approxi- 
mately that the man who seeks a member- 
ship now may have to wait for nine years, 
or until 1920, before he can denominate the 
Chicago club as his own.

lated that it will consume at least nine years 
for the present list to be exhausted. This 
is taking into account the prospect of some 
of these men changing their minds and with- 
drawing their applications. Also removals 
by death and departures otherwise are con- 
sidered. On the nonresident waiting list 
there are 150 names or thereabouts. For 
all except a few at the top their prospects 
seem hopeless. 

It is needless to state that the roll of the 
Chicago clb members is full to the last inch. 
There are 750 resident members and 350 out- 
of-town members. Like senior officers in the 
“old army,’ few of them retire and none of 
them die. At least, the statement is not a 
far fetched satirization from the viewpoint 
of some of the eager applicants: who have 
waited and waited. 

The Chicago Athletic association is a club 
with a waiting iUst which is an army. It 
totals 1,200 at the present moment and it is 
still growing. In fact, a bid for membership 
comes in with nearly every mail at the big 
lake front temple of athletics. If you sSuc- 
ceed in being vouched for by two members 
in good standing you can bank on a lapse of 
nearly five years before you will receive the 
giead summons from the membership com- 
mittee. { 

Even then you have to defer the realiza- 
tion of your hopes. The membership com- 
mittee will not only ‘‘ look you up,” but 
catechize you personally. It will even take 
silent notes on your physical appearance, 
At present the chairman of this importart 
committee is C. F. Parker, general freight 
agent of the Illinois Central railroad. The 
other members are W. F. Grower and George 
B. Walker.

Ceramic Art Exhibit. | 


N exhibition of ceramic art, which, 
though held in a mercantile building, 
has strictly noncommercial motives, 
will begin tomorrow in the establish- 
ment of the Burley-Tyrrell company 

and continue until Sept 20. The pottery 
exhibits will represent artistic designing 
from many states of the union. The total 
number of entries to date is above 350. 

Several Chicago organizations will be rep- 
resented, although not officially, the mem- 
bers presenting their work in the prize con- 
tests as individuals.

OME thoughtful_person is responsible 

for’ an innovation which is especially 

welcome to the club women of Chicago. 

The erstwhile first five minutes was 

the dread of all who attend the semli- 

public luncheons or banquets of the larger 

organizations, because the tables seating 

eight women cannot possibly be so arranged 
as to place only those acquainted together. 

After enduring the strain of being seated 

at a table with strangers three times during 


the early part of the season, a member of one 


of the south side clubs hit upon a scheme 
for breaking the ice immediately. She hap- 
pened to be chairman of the arrangement 
committee of her own club luncheon, and, fn 
placing her order for menu cards, she planned 
to have the ba@k page left vacant, the names 
of the guests of honor, the speakers, and the 
bill of fare occupying the other portion of the 
card. 

Her forethought did not extend to the 
placing of the word “ autograph” on this 
blank page, but she went from table to table 
as the guests were entering the banquet hal! 
and suggested the idea of inscribing the 
names of each group, supplying a pencil at 
the same time. ” 

One can readily see how conversation was 
immediately launched and bow impossible 
were any strained moments for the guests. 
Since this occasion, the innovation has ap- 
peared in all the later affairs, and each menu 
card bears the word “ autograph” at the 
top of the blank page, to which a cord and 
pencil are attached. 

One might gather that as the banquet is a 
chub affair, the membets should ail be ac-

stration, an outdoor automobile show, 

and a 1.30 mile reliability contest, 

coming in rapid succession, fairly 

overlapping each other—that’s the 
ari for Chicago motordom for the next 
month. 

The show proposition was sandwiched in 
between the truck test and the reliability only 
last week, when the Chicago AutomobDile 
Trade association settled upon the week of 
Sept. 0-Oct. 7 for its fall opening, leaving 
g little over a2 week in between it and the 
power wagon affair and encroaching a bit on 
the reliability. although not enough to de- 
tract from the latter, it is thought. 

will not be definitely settled until to- 
morrow, though. as to the show. Henry 
Paulman and his colleagues have until noon 
Monday to canvass the trade and learn the 
support that will be given the fall opening 
venture. It will require the codperation of 
the enfire. trade to make the affair a suc- 
ele Working along the elaborate linés the 
esociation has laid out. It can be no half- 
way Measure, and if the scheme goes through 
Chicagoagain will contribute a novelty in the 
motoring line. Michigan avenue will be con- 
verted Into a flowery arcade bristling with 
M2 models of automobiles, while at night 
the sfars will be put to bluslt by the 3,600 
incandescent lights that will be strung across 
te street from Twelfth street to Twenty- 
eighth.

HILS last week's real estate market 
wae devoid of anything in the shape 
of really large transactions, an ex- 
, ceedingly eneouraging situation 
was developed in the large number 
of transfers filed for recorg.

day eut the week's business days to five. 
Por the corresponding week a year ago 
the figures were 527, so that leat week's fig- 
ures show an increase of 820 As a mat- 
ter sn fact, the figures fer a full week under 
the most favorable market conditions do not 
generally the tetals of last week, a 
condition which, as before indicated, fur 
nishes ground Cor_much encouragement, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that rather dull 
conditions generally prevell at this season 
of the year. ' 
It indicates ap unusually large movement 
tz omall properties, which ig of significance 
for the feason that activity in this field is 
the only real basis upon which a steedily 
broadening and improving market cen be 
built. 


Deal in Central District. 

The week's business, as a rule, was well 
diversified, both as regards the location and 
character of properties dealt in. The central 
district furnished but one transaction. the 


hag furnished se many big things in a build- 
ing and sales way during the past few weeks 
that a period of comparative quiet is to be 
expected 

This undeubtedly will prove te be true as 
regards building permits, since the $22,000, - 
000 and over in permits taken out during 
August probably will) measure about al) the 
buildings to be erected im this part of the city 
during the next twe or three years, at least. 
Some others undoubtedly will be erected in 
response to business requirements, but the 
future office building demand has been so 
thoroughiy anticipated by the permits re- 
cently taken out, in order to secure the old 
260 foot height limit, that few permits can 
be expected during the next Gve years at 
least. 

This tremendous bullding boom ie likely 
also to have a marked effect on the market 
for central business property, in that it prob- 
ably will practically do away with\buying for 
development purposes for gome time to come, 
since the buildings to be erected will meet 
| the growing requirements of the central dis- 
trict for some years. Henee, buying prob- 
ably will be of a purely investment character, 
based on the earning capacity of present im- 
provements, with the exception, of course, of 
new structures to be erected for purely com- 
mercial uses. 


Young Estate Plans Improvements. 

One of the interesting developments of the 
week was the annouficement that the trus- 
tees of the Otto Young estate are arranging 
for the improvement of the north 250 feet of 
the block between Hubbard and Peck places 
on Michigan boulevard. It te te be a tem- 
porary structure, of the “ taxpayer ”’ class, 
so-called, for the purpose of securing some 
return from the property pending the con- 
struction of permanent improvements. The 
plans in detal] have not been worked out, but 
it probably will’ be a two story structure of 
ettractive design for high class shop and 
office purposes, and probably will gost around 
$75.000. It is expected te have dt compieted 
some time next epring. 

It will be the third block of this character 
to be erected along the avenue. James A. 
Patten was the pioneer, improving his hold- 
ing of 150 feet south of Harmon court about 
two or three years ago, and was followed 
by the Lehmann estate in connection with its 
property nerth of Harmon court. 


Advance in Land Values. 
The announcement of the plans of the 
Young estate in this matter serves to call at-

The 
first letter was written in French, ‘he other, in 
English. Most of the Czar’s private «3:respondence 
is either in Freneh or in English. 

The Czar did not speak much to the chamberlain, 
nor to his secretary. He smoked many eigarettes 
and his voice was irritable. It sounded as if he 
had not slept during the night. At eleven o’clock 
Mr. (now Count) Witte arrived. 

“How is his Majesty today?” asked Witte in a 
low tone. 

“Very well, your Exeellency,” I replied. 

“Does he expect ealls from any other ministers 
today ?” | 

After receiving my reply, Mr. Witte knocked at 
the door, and the Czar met his minister with a 
smile. The Czar, at that time, had more confidence 
in Mr. Witte than in any one else. Mr. Witte was 
an enthusiastic advoeate of the Oriental policy then 
being pursued by Russia, and naturally they dis- 
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eussed that subject first. Their 
conversation then turned on home 
polities, and I heard Witte say- 
ing: 

“The student disorders are a 
serious question. Plehve’s police 
methods do not solve it. Your 
Majesty, I know the situation 
better than Plehve does.” 

“Very true,” drawled the Czar, 
leaning back in his chair and 
puffing at his cigarette. “But the 
student disorders are nothing more 
than the result of socialistic agita- 
tion. Plehve knows how to cure 
the socialistic mania. Socialism, 
to my mind, is the most dan- 
gerous doctrine ever credited by 
humanity. I do not hate it merely 
from my politieal point of view, 
but I think it is unsound theoret- 
ically. It kills every individual 
aspiration and preaches mob rule. 
Not the mob, but individuals, have 
made history. You know that our 
peasants are so miserable simply 
because they already practice what amounts to so- 
ciaiism — they own the land collectively.” 

My attention was distracted by the chamberlain, 
who gave me some new instructions. When | 
again heard the eonversation, the Czar was say- 
ing: 

“The peace movement is not expected to result in 
a Utopia. I am not advocating the United States 
of the World, as the Emperor of Austria put it. | 
am merely interested in the policy of disarmament. 
Be that as it may, I am sure that the time will 
come when there will be a sort of central govern- 
ment of the world. Professor Martens told me once 
that the demands of international commerce will 
bring it about. I am a firm believer in that, and 
hope the third generation will see it.” 

Witte made some reply that I was unable to hear. 
ite remained with the Czar for half an hour longer; 
then he rose, said something in French, and left. The 
Czar walked to the window overlooking the Neva 
River and the Fortress of St. Peter and Paul, 
stared blankly out and whistled a folk dance. It 
was early spring, and one could smell the frag- 
ranee of budding trees in the air. 

Soon after lunch, my first day’s duty was’ 
over, and I was glad to return to the freedom 
of civil life. For six hours every day there- 
atter, I was on guard in the Czar’s private 
apartment. At first I found my duties w- 
teresting, because of their novelty; but soon 
I began to feel as if I were in much the same 
position as a policeman on the street. The 
Czar, who had loomed in my imagination as a 
superhuman figure, became prosaic and unin- 
teresting.. In many ways I found him childish 
and of limited intelligence; but in other re- 
spects he was very gifted. He is a good lin- 
guist, and is well read in history. There is no 
doubt that his environment has made him what 
he is, a puppet of circumstances. 

If one were to meet the Czar dressed in 
civilian clothes, one would probably take him 
for a salesman of a provincial grocery store. 
Searcely five feet tall, frail, with a pale, haggard 
face and a shy look, he is an insignificant figure. 
His gold-embroidered uniform, his military 
manners, even the imposing nature of his sur- 
roundings did not deceive me into believing that 
this autoerat of one hundred and sixty million 
subjects, and the ruler of one-sixth of the 
world’s territory possessed any majestic quali- 
ties. There were times when I could not help 
behaving as if I were superior to him. Those 
were strange intuitive moments. But as soon 
as I realized what I had been doing, I would 
tremble with alarm at the possible consequences, 

To say, however, that the Czar is an idler. 
would be an injustice to the man. He rises at 
seven o’clock in the morning, and goes to bed at 


- 
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midnight. Often, he would eat -his breakfast in 
negligee; then he would dress and visit the Czarina. 
Passing me, he would say: 

“Good morning, my little dove.” 

“I greet you, your Majesty,” 1 would reply, 
bowing. 

After breakfast he receives his private mail, and 
follows much the same program that I have de- 
scribed in my account of my first day at the Pal- 
ace. He goes through the pewspapers or the 
newspaper clippings submitted by the .chamberlain ; 
and always reads Novoe Vremia and Pravitelstvenny 

Vestnik, Russian dailies published or subventioned 
by the government; Figaro, The London Times, The 
New York Tribune and Die Berliner Localanzeiger 
At one o’clock Pp. m. luneh is served, at which meal 
he meets his family. 

The life of this isolated world of three thousand 
people was without feeling or sincerity. Formali- 
ties were everything; and the smiles and courtesies 
which I observed were never spontaneous. I 
scorned especially the so-called ceremonial days, the 
festival receptions and the court balls. 

A picturesque but pathetic occasion, however, was 
an imperial audience to some body of peasant dele- 
gates. The latter would usually arrive several hours 
too early, and have to wait in luxurious surround- 
ings which almost dazed them before they met the 
Czar.. In accordance with the old Russian tra- 
ditions they would greet the Czar with bread and 
salt, offered on a silver dish. As soon as the Czar 
entered the hall, they: would fall trembling on their 
knees, and wait until he had taken the bread and 
salt. 

One day, a peasant delegation came from Orloff. 
They were to be received at eleven A. M.; but the 
Czar seemed to have forgotten all about it, and at 
the appointed time was still sitting in his study, 
dressed in his gray suit. When the aid-de-camp 
reminded him of his engagement, he called a lackey 
and ordered his parade uniform to be brought im- 
mediately. Putting on the uniform, he hurried 
away; but turning to the chamberlain as he went, 
he grunted with an air of great disgust: 

“Those peasant delegations are a nuisance.” 

Most of the delegates are old gray-bearded men 
from some village where the economic conditions 
are good. They come to thank the Little Father, as 
they call the Czar, and to express their humble 
devotion. The letter or the petition that they bear 
is written by the police officials, and is read by the 
authorities at many different points before it is ap- 
proved for presentation to the Czar. As a matter 
of fact, the ruler never reads the letter; but turns 
it over to a court clerk. This is characteristic ol 
the Czar’s methods. He does not decide anything; 
but leaves even the most important sass de to 
his army of court functionaries. 

The Czar would very often, when he was in a 
talkative mood, express to me his views of foreign 
gg and ‘foreign rulers. One evening, after 

e had entertained the French and English ambas- 
sadors, he asked me: 

“Have you traveled much abroad?” 

“Quite extensively, your Majesty,” I replied. 

“Well, what impression did England and Ger- 
many make upon you? When I travel abroad, I 
am not able to see much of real life. I am obliged 
to take part in conventional receptions, and to 
listen to puffed up cheers. I have always been 
anxious to get a free glimpse of genuine foreign con- 
ditions. How do you think that Russia compares 
with Germany on one side and England on the 
other?” 

“Your Majesty, it is hard to tell the truth. I 
like the vastness and the freedom of London; but 
I do not care for Berlin, with its rigid social cus- 
toms and its militarism,” I replied, on the spur of 
the moment. The Czar glanced at me in surprise; 
and I blushed, fearing that I had expressed myself 
too frankly. 

“You are right,” ' admitted the Czar, fidgeting on 
his chair. “But I must confess that I don’t care 
for London. Paris appeals to me as the most fas- 


einating city in the world, although I have been 
told that New York, if one can stand its hypo- 
critical puritanism, is one of the most interesting 
cities. rman life impresses me as being too 


formal and too sanchahioat while the English people 
are prosaic and too devoted to sports. We Rus- 
sians are at least frank with our virtues and our 
vices. We don’t make a fuss about the private 
affairs of the individual. There is substance and 
romance in the Russian life. 

“Foreign monarchs amuse me. Take for instance, 
the King of England (Edward VII). Personally 
he is a very nice man; but all that is expected of 


him is that he shall be a good sportsman and a 
leader of fashion, and know how to entertain his 
numerous guests. - Parliament and the prime min- 
ister attend to all the important business. He is 
practically a puppet on the throne. On the other 
hand, the German Kaiser confines his activities to 
praising German patriotism and the nobility. 
Neither Edward nor Wilhelm have the responsibility 
of sovereignty that devolves upon a Russian Czar. 
The life of a Russian ruler is a very difficult life, 
I assure you.” 

“You spent quite a long time in the United States. 
How do you like the new world? The wild American 
life, the life of a cowboy, has always fascinated 
me. I wanted to travel incognito in America, while 
I was Czarevitch; but my late father never per- 
mitted it. I regret that I never will be able to see 
it. My uncle hates it,” said the Czar, nodding to 
the Grand Duke Sergius, at luneh one day. 

“Oh, I don’t hate it; but I can’t stand American 
sensationalism, and the manner in which foreigners 
are treated in that country! I spent a week or 
longer in the United States, and the memory still 
haunts me. I felt always like a clown or some 
fool,” said the Grand Duke, frowning. 

“Why?” asked the Czar. 

“Chiefly because of the so-called interviews with 
me that were published. An American newspaper 
never records facts; but presents its stories in a more 
or less dramatic style. The reporter has full license 
to draw upon his imagination.” 

“The queerest thing to me is that a rich American 
likes to spend his, or her, money in Europe. Here 
we worship historie traditions; but in America the 
dollar is worshipped,” said the Czar. 

I find recorded in my diary that on March 12, 
1908, I arrived at the Palace at half past six a. M. 
The chamberlain inspected my uniform and said: 

“You, of course, know that this is St. George’s 
Day. There vill be a great gathering of the civil 
and military uignitaries, and a ceremonial parade 
of the guard regiments.” 

He left and I looked at my watch. It was then 
seven o’clock. It was getting light outside; but 
within the palace, everything was wrapped in a 
mysterious twilight. The wide halls and rooms 
seemed preternaturally silent. The sentinels pacing 
the eorridors and the silent lackeys looked like 
shadowy ghosts. 

I thought of my tedious duties with a sigh. Soon 
the secretary came, bearing a big portfolio. Then 
the Czar appeared, dressed in a gray morning 
coat. His eyes had a nervous expression, and 
his face was paler than usual. Turning to us, he 
stammered : 

“Good morning, gentlemen.” 

I opened the door of the study, and he and 
the secretary went in.

And, if we should attempt to check up 
the money invested in cash registers, timeclocks, 
eard systems, reports, and multiple checks, all for 
the sole purpose of compelling honesty, we should 
be appalled. 

Striet probity in the keeping of agreements is an 
important prineiple in business. When about to fill 
a large order for a firm in another city, a certain 
manufacturer discovered a quantity of inferior raw 
material in his warehouse that exactly resembled the 
produet called for, though lacking its lasting quality. 
He made the substitution, and the goods were 
shipped. But the buyer at the other end applied his 
test, discovered the trick, and refused to accept them. 
The manufacturer had to throw away the shipment, 
losing the entire original cost, with freight charges 
added, and fill the order as originally eontracted for. 
His firm’s loss amounted to several thousand dollars, 
besides one of its best customers; for the latter re- 
fused to have anything further to do with it. 

But honesty in the 
matter of agreements, 
has a far wider scope 
than is indicated in 
the foregoing incident. 
It is dishonest —in 
effect, at least, though, 
perhaps, not in intent 
—to fail to deliver 
goods at the _ time 
promised, even though 
their quality may be 
honest; for this fail- 
ure is costing the cus- 
tomer time and money. 
He has made his plans 
on the basis of the 
agreement of the other 
man, and perhaps, if 
the latter fails him, 
will lose an order or a 
eustomer; in any 
event, he will lose his 
reputation for keep- 
ing his word. If de- 
| livery, on account of 
some unavoidable accident, is delayed, the consignee 
should be told, in order to enable him to arrange his 
affairs aceordingly. © Ae 

That this principle is sound, is shown by the wide- 
spread insistence upon seeurity for the faithful ful- 
fillment of contracts, whether’in connection with 
building, or delivery of products, or payment of 
money; and so vital has the element of time become 
in modern business, that frequently bonuses are paid 
for still earlier fulfillment. 

It pays, too. No less an institution than what 
is considered the greatest corporation in the 
eountry, the Standard Oil Company, is said to 
have established itself strongly in the favor of 
its agents, chiefly because it has adopted the 
policy of invariably keeping its agreements.

How often, when the subject of Chinamen comes 
up, does one hear remarks made about the un- 
swerving honesty of that race in business! They 
will haggle, seemingly endlessly, over terms and 
prices; but, once their word is passed, they will 
stick to it with amazing integrity, no matter,if some 
mistake might cause them to lose money. And, if 
they learn that they ean’t deliver on time, they will 
invariably give you an opportunity to make other 
arrangements. 

A friend of mine ordered an overcoat from a 
tailor in Hongkong on a Tuesday. Delivery was 
promised for Friday afternoon. On Wednesday, 
when dragging his bicycle up the hills of that pre- 
eipitous city, he noticed a Chinaman panting after 
him, and yelling for him to stop. It was one of the 
tailor’s workmen, who explained that they could n’t 
possibly have the coat finished till Saturday. The 
shop was one of the branches of the largest tailoring 
firm in the Orient. One of the main reasons for its 
being the largest, is generally conceded to be its 
inflexible honesty, down to the most trifling detail. 

Just at this moment, there is being delivered at 
my office a special set of pigeonholes, to cost about 
ten dollars, which was badly needed five weeks ago, 
when it was ordered on promise of delivery within 
eight days. Two weeks later, I began telephoning, 
and was told, time after time, that a big rush order 
had come in and all small work had to be laid 
aside; but that now they would get at it at onee, and 
I should have the desk in three days at the latest, 
ete.
